VISITS CITY 

Famous French General Was a 
Passenger Aboard Steam- 
ship Marama 

DISTINGUISHED SOLDIER 



Considers Britain's Position in 
the World Unrivalled at 
Present Day 



General do Negrlor, one of the most 
distinguished soldiers in the French' 
army, was a passenger on the steamer 
Marama en route for Los Angeles, 
whence ho will make his way hack to 
Paris via the Colorad Canyon and 
New York. The general has seen a 
great deal of active service. He was 
through the Franco-Prussian war, and 
was a major of Chasseurs at Mctz. 
Later on he served in Algeria, t f\nd in 
18S5 was In command of the French 
troops, which conquered Indo-China. 
Ho retired- from active service a few 
years ago owing to political differ- 
ences with the government of former 
Premier Combes, being at that time 
in command of one of the French 
armies consisting of five urray corps, 
or a quarter of a million men. The 
general is also^i prominent writer on 
military matters, his articles 'being in- 
variably translated and copied into the 
service . papers of England and Ger- 
many. His monographs on the South 
African and Russo-Turlclah wars In 
particular attracted a great deal of 
attention. < 

Although on the half pay list Gen- 
eral do Nogrler Is still liable to be 
called upon to serve his country In 
time of war, and has to get leave of 
absence before ho can travel. Just 
now he is touring the world on four 
months, leave' and after paying a 
hurried visit to New Zealand and 
Australia he is now on his way home. 

When seen on the steamer yester- 
day evening the general said: 

"I am afraid I have nothing inter- 
esting to say regarding my Lip 
through Australia and Now Zealand, 
as my time was so short. I was, how- 
ever, much struck with the signs of 
prosperity to bo seen everywhere, and 
it is impossible not to predict a great 
future for .those countries. I regret 
so much that 1 can only get a glimpse 
of your beautiful city. I .should' have 
liked to see more of it. Unfortunately 
my leave is running out, and I have 
to get home. I go from here to Los 
Angeles, whence I go through the 
Colorado Canyon, and then home as 
quickly as possible." 

General de Negrler said that he had 
had no late foreign news, but refer- 
ring to the recent incident created by 
the letter the German Emperor wrote 
to Lord Tweedmoutli, he said: 

"I don't attach any Importance to 
that. The German Emperor can do 
nothing and he knows it. Germany does 
not want any war with England. So 
long as the British fleet retains her 
supremacy, so long is Germany power- 
less. At present the power of the Bri- 
tish fleet is overwhelming. but In 
1A15 Germany will have a very power- 
ful fleet, and England may be called 
upon to make sacrifices to retain her 
present fleet, and England may be call- 
ed, upon to make sacritlces to rtain her 
present position. But that is seven 
years ahead, and in the meantime all 
Is wellt Many tilings can happen and 
many ships can be built In seven 
years. 

"Britain never was so powerful or 
held so Important a position in the 
world as sho does tod;iy. It is quite 
unrivalled in Europe. It is due to a 
variety of causes, among which the 
diplomatic talents and activities of 
your king are important. He is a 
very remarkable man, and is de- 
servedly extremely popular in France 
I am glad to have had the honor of 
meeting him. I have also met that 
able soldier, his brother, the Duke 
of Connaught several times on military 
occasions. 

" 1 hope to go to the Franco-Bri- 
tish exhibition in London this year, 
but first I must return and report. 
Although very free, I am obliged to 
get the leave ofMhe government be- 
fore I can travel."

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London, April 7. — As a result of the 
conference held in this city between 
Mackenzio King, deputy minister' of 
labor of Canada, John Morley, secre- 
tary of state for India, and the Earl 
of Elgin, secretary of .state for the 
colonies, a satisfactory solution of the. 
difficulty arising from emigration of 
East Indians to Canada has been 
found. While no legislation to re- 
strict this movement from India will 
bo passed, administrative measures 
will be taken to deter the Indians from 
going to Canada. Circulars will he 
sent to the Punjaub and other districts 
in India, explaining tiiat the condition 
of the labor market makes it unde- 
sirable for Indian workmen to go to 
Canada, and that the Canadian climate 
is also unsuitcd to them. 

Ottawa, April 7.— -Mackenzio King's 
mission to London in connection with 
tile enactment of measures to restrict 
Hindu emigration to Canada is un- 
derstood to have been a complete suc- 
cess, and an announcement to this ef- 
fect will probably be made in the 
Commons In a few days. Thovwiove- 
ment of Hindus to Canada will he re- 
stricted probably in the same way as 
Japanese emigration. 

Seal Hunters Drowned 
Quebec, April 7. — Two men named 
Bourgeois, father and son, were drown- 
ed at the Magdalen Islands while seal- 
ing by the drifting away of a lloe of 
ice on which they were hunting. 



Accuses President Roosevelt of 
_ Starting on Policy of Con- 
quest 



Caracas, Sunday, March 2!). — On the 
day following the publication of the 
diplomatic correspondence regarding 
the violation cf mail pouches of the 
United States steamer Tacoma, Presi- 
dent Castro's official organ, El Con- 
stitutional, published an editorial ac- 
cusing President Roosevelt of search- 
ing for light incidents out of which to 
create a conflict with Venezuela, and 
of having a premeditated plan. It 
says: "is it possible ■ that Minister 
Russell could have written his note to 
our foreign office wj fcfout having a, 
preconceived and .premeditated inten- 
tion? To attribute. 'to a Simple act 
without responsibility in the postoffice 
In La Guayra, Intentions which do not 
exist, and to prejudge the act as seri- 
ous for the government of the United 
States is to have a plan which ought 
not to originate, because it came not 
from the actual American minister at 
Caracas, W. W. Russell. 

"From where then can originate the 
idea of searching for slight Incidents 
to create a conflict with 'Venezuela? 
From the- chief of legation, who is 
called the secretary of state in Wash- 
ington" and who, in turn., cannot but 
be under the direct influence of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt." 

Saying that it is high time for the 
American nation to know President 
Roosevelt's real ambition, whether that 
of a friend or dictator, the editorial 
continues: "If the aspiration of Roose- 
velt, president of the United States, 
against the traditions whicli impose 
the union of. American people among 
themselves has as a basis the subju- 
gation of the territorial sovereignty of 
theso people, or the nullity of their 
codes just because of the pretensions 
of a few citizens who do not, and can- 
not, represent the will of the Ameri- 
can people, it is high time that this 
horrible truth lie known, and that the 
people of tho New World know wheth- 
er tho government of the United 
States they "have a friend or a capri- 
cious dictator." 

"If the first. Venezuela, the most 
responsive of all of the dictators of 
honor and friendship should know it, 
if the second, it should he known 
once for all that Venezuela assumed 
the paternity of its sovereignity and 
at this late day it has not conceived 
the crime of tho traitor to forego it 
under any form of consideration." 

A profound sensation has been 
caused in Caracas by the article, for 
il is President Castro who speaks, 
lietween the lines it Is easy to see 
that friendly relations must now he 
strained almost to the breaking point. 

Saying that iti will be necessary to 
conquer Venezuela if tho decisions of 
its courts are. not respected, the ar- 
ticle continues 

"Tho question thus being placed on 
on its true footing, it is not warships 
or cannon that can bring an honorable 
solution before tho eyes of the civi- 
lized world, before American tradition 
or even that so-called code, many 
times misinterpreted, which Is called 
the Monroe Doctrine, tho dilemma, re- 
solves itself thus: "Either the Unit- 
ed States will respect and support 
tho decisions of mixed international 
tribunals and theso tribunals of Ven- 
ezuela, or it will ralsa up once for all 
tho flag of conquest in America. Then 
It will be that the people of tho New 
World will know what the position 
is tlia h they will have to occupy in 
present and in future.

Then 
they' stole a couple of horses at 
Doyle's hotel, and breaking open a 
blacksmith's shop stole tools with 
which they pried open the front door 
"of tho imperial bank'. While two men 
with revolvers stood on guard, others 
blew open the vault. A bank clerk 
named Hamilton, attracted by the <tx- 
plosiorf, came up to sec what was the 
matter. He attacked the robbers with 
stones. They returned his firo with 
revolvers. The noise of the shooting 
awoke the village, and everybody was 
astir. The robbers were determined, 
however, and held off tho populace, 
who, being unarmed, stood under cov- 
er. When the robbers failed to open 
the inner door of tho vault they gave 
up in despair and drove off. It was 
found afterwards that the inner door 
of t he vault was so badly wrecked that 
It could Ijo pulled out with tho hands.

"ALL-RED" SCHEME 

Mr. Lloyd-George's Advancement to 
Exchequer Would Probably Help 
it Along 



Montreal, April 7. — A London special 
cable says: If, as most politlcans seem 
to expect, Mr. Lloyd-George becomes 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, the 
chances of tho "all red" proposal 
should bo greatly strengthened, for 
Mr. Lloyd-George has been throughout 
its warmest advocate in the cabinet. 
It is understood that it was chiefly 
011 his Initiative that Sir Wilfrid 
Laurler made his proposals to the Im- 
perial conference. 

A committee of the cabinet Is get- 
ling fresh estimates, from which it Is 
Inferred that the cost to the British 
exchequer will be less than was first 
contompluled. 

Lord Strathcona's faith in the 
scheme Is undaunted, though, it is sug- 
gestive that he no longer speaks of an 
independent company as necessary. He 
sees no reason why existing companies, 
such as tho Canadian Pacillc and the 
Allans, should nut combine to earn the 
now subsidies, providing a 25 knot ser- 
vice on the Atlantic and a new 2D knot 
service on the Pacific. 



Public Accounts Committee 

Ottawa, April 7. — In tho public ac- 
counts committee of the Commons to- 
day, Mr. James protested against the 
delay in reporting the evidence of the 
timber berth inquiry to the Commons. 
The committee continued its investiga- 
tion Into the chartering of tho tug 
Victor from Mr. Merivin, of Montreal, 
In the summer of 1000. 



BEGIN NEGOTIATIONS 



Settlement of the Railway and 
Boundary Questions to be 
Attempted 



Pekln, April 7. — Negotiations began 
here today between Baron Hayashi, the 
Japanese minister, and Tang Shao Yi, 
tho governor of Mukden, regarding 
'various matters at Issue between the 
two countries, but notably the con- 
troversy regarding the extension north 
of the Hslnmintun-Fakumen railroad, 
the question of the Chientao boundary 
between Korea and China, and finally 
the matter of the timber concessions on 
the Yalu river. Tang Shao Yi has been 
summoned from Mukden and made 
special commissioner for those negotia- 
tions; which are being conducted at 
the request of China. 

Tang Shao Yi is credited with having 
created an international situation by 
his stand in tho dispute over the 
Hslnmintun-Fakumen railroad.' One of 
the things that may be decided during 
these negotiations is whether or not 
Japan will tolerate Chineso and 
foreigners as opposed to Japanese capi- 
tal and enterprise in Manchuria. It is 
Intimated by Japan that a settlement 
of tho railroad controversy possibly 
may be reached by China conceding to 
Japan the Mukden-Kakumen ' or the 
Tien-Fakumcn branch line. This would 
head oft the extension of the Chineso 
linos to the northward. 

China Is awaiting a formal proposi- 
tion from Japan 'in this sense. The 
matter of the Yalu timber concessions 
will be taken up later. Japan intimated 
recently that she would no longer con- 
tinue to claim the Chlen-Tao territory. 
She will, however, maintain the right 
of administration over the Korean 
population of this territory, and she 
cites as a precedent the administra- 
tion conducted by Russia over tho 
people of Manchurja. 

New Brunswick Minister 

Fredericton, N. B.. April 7. — Solicitor 
General Maclcod was elected by ac- 
clamation this afternoon. 

Toronto Park Commissioner 

Toronto, April 7. — Tho board of con- 
trol today decided to recommend to the 
council the appointment of Thomas 
Southwortb, director of colonization 
for Ontario, as park commissioner of 
Toronto, in place of John Chambers, 
resigned. 

Opium in China 

Pekln, April 7.— The throne today 
issued an edict appropriating 90,000 
taels for the creation , of an opium 
board at Pekin. I>p shall be the duty 
of the board to examine all metro- 
politan olllcers in the matter of their 
use of this drug, to certify all men 
who do not smoke oslum and to ar- 
range all those who do Indulge In the 
practice. 

Oklahoma's First Death Sentence 

Tecumseh, Okla., April 7.— Will 
Johnson, a negro boy who assaulted 
and killed Mrs. Mary Cuppy, an aged 
white, woman, near Shawnee, several 
weeks ago, was today sentenced to 
bo hanged. The court Instructed tho 
jury to bring in a verdict of guilty, 
and tho jury added the death penalty. 
This is tho first legal death sentence 
to bo assessed in Oklahoma since it 
became a state. Johnson maintained 
his innocence until the prosecutor 
made his statement, when he jumped 
to his feet and declared himself 
guilty. 



DR. KOCH AT NEW YORK 



Great German Bacteriologist Comes to 
Pay America an Extendod

New York, April 7. — Dr. Robert 
Kock, prolessor of tho Berlin Unl 
versity, the eminent bacteriologist wlio 
achieved world-wide fame through the 
discovery of the tuberculosis lymph, 
arrived here today on the steamer 
Kron Prlnzessin Essel. After more 
than thirty years of arduous and con- 
tinuous scientific labor, ho hits de- 
cided to take a yeqr'a rest In visiting 
countries thus far not known to him.

TO HUDSON BAY 



Northwest Members Get Op- 
portunity to Advocate Pet 
Project 



STRONG SPEECHES FAVOR 



Government Accused by its 
Own Supporters of Neglect- 
ing Scheme 



Ottawa, April 7.— Today's session of 
tho House of Coir. mons was devoted 
to a discussion of the Hudson Bay 
railway, and an opportunity was af- 
forded to all the northwest members 
to place themselves on record in favor 
of its construction, the opposition 
members at the same time taking ad- 
vantage of the occasion to lay tho 
blame for the failure of the railway 
to materialize upon the government. 

The matter was brought up by Mr. 
Knowles on motion to go into supply. 
Mr. Knowles admitted frankly that 
ho was not satisfied with tho manner 
in which tho government had dealt 
with tho great transportation prob- 
lems of the west, and ho would have 
liked to seo them move faster. Ho 
considered Fort Churchill one of the 
best natural harbors in tho world, 
and thought It could bo kept open 
for nine months in the year. The 
Hudson straits had been proved navi- 
gablo for four months in the year. 
Tho west contributed largely to tho 
support of the government and had 
not gotten much in return, and he did 
not think it unreasonable to ask tho 
people of tho east to build the road. 
He objected to the construction being 
provided for by tying up western lines. 

Dr. Shaffner of Sourls strongly sup- 
ported the proposition. Continued op- 
position on the part of tho east would 
mean that the road would bo built 
by the west and sectional strife stirred 
up. 

Mr. McCranoy moved a resolution 
requiring tho construction of the line 
to Fort Churchill, tho government to 
take it in hand immediately. 

Mr. McCarthy said tho government 
had been playing w'ith the question. 

Dr. Cash supported the resolution of 
Mr. McCraney and the Hudson Bay- 
project. " 

Dr. Roche of Marquette defended the 
navigability of the Hudson straits. 
Dr. Roche hoped the premier would 
make a definite announcement. 

Mr. Burrows declared there were 
large mineral deposits. 

Mr. Lake agreed that the road was 
feasible as it was necessary. Had 
the Conservatives been returned to 
power in 1S9G the road would have 
been built long ago. 

Mr. Turriff said he did not care 
whether the road was built by the 
government or by private capital so 
long as it was built. 

Mr. Staples said that economy 
would soon produce all the monoy re- 
quired to build tho road. 

Mr. Crawrord of Portage la Prairie, 
and Mr. Heron, of Alberta favored tho 
building of tho road at once. 

Mr. Jackson, of Selkirk and Dr. 
Mclntyre, of Strathcona continued tho 
talk. 

Mr. Oliver wound up the debate by 
saying that the matter was now un- 
der consideration, but no conclusion 
had been reached. The government 
would announce its policy on the mat- 
ter before tho end of the session. 

Mr. Borden complained of the dil- 
atorinesa of tho government in tho 
matter. The question was now as it 
stood ten years ago. 

Mr. McCraney's motion was carried 
and the house adjourned at 12.45. 



Insane Immigrants 

Toronto, April 7. — Dr. Bryce, Do- 
minion inspector of immigration, is 
making an Investlgaton of the state- 
ment contained in an Ottawa paper 
that of 320 insane patients committed 
to Toronto asylum last year, 136 wero 
foreign born and a majority of theso 
recent arrivals. Dr. Bryce makes tho 
statement that one out of every 49G

Within a few days a new salvage 
machine will be put to actual test, 
when an effort is 'made to raise the 
steamer Mainlander, which was sunk 
off West Point, near Seattle, several 
years ago. The Mainlander was ram- 
med by the tug Sea Lion, which was 
towing the British ship Celtic Mon- 
arch, wheat, laden, from Tacoma to sea. 

The arrangement is worked from a 
piledriver. It consists of a solid bar 
about twelve feet In length and eight 
inches In diameter, weighing about 
0.000 pounds, attached to' a cable. 
There are four arms hinged to it, 
each six feet long. On the end of 
the bar, or head, as it is called, is a 
pipe eight inches in diameter. The 
idea is to force this pipe through 
the hull of the submerged vessel. 
When this is accomplished the pipe 
is slipped off and the arms are ex- 
tended, giving a hold of twelve feet 
each way inside the hull. 

Scows will be alongside and when 
the apparatus is securely fastened in 
the wreck the cables are made fast to 
the scows at low tide. Witli each 
succeeding tide the slack is taken 
in until the hull is raised. Whether 
the Invention will prove a success is 
nrrt known, but. In the case of the 
Mainlander, it will be put to a severe 
test. 

The Mainlander, which ran between 
Tacoma and Vancouver, was sunk in 
a fog and is '.supposed to lie In about 
ISO feet of water. The passengers 
I were taken off by the Sea Lion, whoso 
master, Capt. I'. C. Manter, displayed 
some excellent judgment in so maneu- 
vering his tug that not a life was lost 
and the Sea Lion was not run down 
I by the heavily laden ship. 

The invention is the Idea of a Mr. 
I Driver of Belllngham, and the mii- 
| chlnery has been turned out at the 
| Schaake Machine works, Seattle, un- 
| der the supervision of K. Peacock. 
Should the new salvage arrangement 
prove successful, It will be sent along 
the Alaskan coast, where lie several 
vessels, supposed to contain much bul- 
lion in their holds.

While on the latter force he shot a 
burglar who was resisting arrest, but 
was discharged, by the court, which 
held the shooting justlned.. 

Soon after Dillon crossed the 
ocean, and coming to New York in 
October XS88 was declared a citizen 
of the United States. In New York 
ho was apparently employed as a 
book agent. Later he went to Boston, 
and from that city appears to have 
come to Montreal, for soino reason 
changing his name to Smith. 

Tho two wounded officers and the 
prisoner will all recover. One of the 
papers found in Dillon's room was 
In tlie handwriting of the prisoner 
and contained a. digest of the English 
•criminal law regarding the right to 
take a life in self defence, taken from 
th» charge delivery by Mr. Justice 
Stephen, at Birkenhead, when Dillon 
was discharged for shooting the bur- 
glar mentioned above. Annotations 
on tlie document show that during 
tlie time Dillon was holding out 
against the police he got this docu- 
ment out and consulted it.

Tho Canadian-Australian liner Ma- 
rama. which reached port yesterday, 
brought news from Honolulu of the 
death on the Island of Hawaii of 
Von Ah Chow, a strange hermit, 
known locally as tho "wild Chinaman 
of Papaikoumauka." For thirty years 
this strango man lived far up the 
mountain on the windward side of 
Hawaii, fifteen or twenty miles from 
Hllo. The litte spot whore his hut 
stood was almost Inaccessible, and as 
lie fiercely resented all intrusion he 
was not disturbed by visitors for 
years. He was originally brought to 
the islands as a contract laborer in 
the davs when labor contracts were 
penally" enforcible. Ho seoms to have 
been embittered by this service and 
escaping ho lied to this spot. There 
ho built a shack and began to clear 
a little ground, and there he lived over 
after. 

At first those to whom he was under 
contract of service sought to reclaim 
him. But the light he put up against 
capture warned them that he would 
never be of value as a laborer In a 
service that*was distasteful to him 
and he was let alone. Eighteen years 
ago the suspicion was aroused in 
some way that' he was a leper, and a 
posse was sent out to bring him in. 
They did, but ho was captured only 
after u struggle, in which he inflicted 
somo ugly .wounds with spears made 
'of hardwood which he had designed 
as weapons of defense. Ho was found 
not to be a leper and was allowed to 
go back to his hermitage, never again 
to bo molested under color of law, or 
seriously under any other guise. 

The tax assessor and tho tax col- 
lector passed him by. Tho land on 
which he lived and which he cultivated 
was not his, but ho was never asked 
to pay rent, nor was ho disturbed in 
tho quiot possession of it. He seldom 
left tho place, which was seven miles 
from a road and up tho rugged 
mountain, and only by accident did 
any one come to It. 

Natives living in tho region, not 
having seen him about for several 
weeks, had the temerity to approach 
the place and found his body in a 
coffin-like box In which ho was ac- 
customed to sleep. Evidently he had 
finished a meal and then lay down to 
sleep and had died. Tho body was in 
such a condition that it could not be 
removed. Wood was accordingly 
plied around the coffin under the di- 
rection of tho sheriff and fire set to 
tho whole shack, thus cremating tho 
body. 

Evidently the old hermit had been 
a hard worker, lie had cleared about 
two acres out of the tropical jungle 
and this was planted with pineapples, 
peanuts, potatoes, garden vegetables, 
besides orange, citron and other fruit 
trees. He kept no animals, but as 
there are plenty of wild pigs In the 
surrounding forest he had no difficulty 
In getting meat supplies if lie desired 
it. It is believed to bo two or three 
years since he has spoken to any 
human being.

NO OCCASION FOR SURPRISE 



Trip Around Cape Horn Not Regarded 
as an Epoch-Making 
Event 



Tho British steamship Carlton is a 
rusty old tramp, and; like thousands 
of others of her class, goes threshing 
her way around tho world with a 
small crow, who regard a 1-1,000-inile 
trip round the Horn with about as 
much anxiety as Is felt by the coast- 
ing sailor who makes a voyage from 
Portland to Sun Francisco, says the 
Portland Oregonian. Bui the Carlton 
stcumed all the way from Baltimore to 
San Francisco, a' distance- ofT more 
than 13,000. miles, with only one "stop, 
and that for ten minutes to enable the 
engineers to repair a check valve. 

Presumably to show his contempt 
for tho wild waters around Cape Horn, 
tho master of the Carlton rounded that 
famous land mark, instead of taking 
tho usual route through the Straits of 
Magellan. A performance of this kind 
by an ordinary tramp steamer ought 
to explain Why there Is no occasion 
for surprise when a splendidly 
equipped fleet of battleships, accom- 
panied by repair ships, colliers, and 
making frequent stops, covers the 
same route without mishap.

Union Iron Works Gives Contract for 
Floating Sectional Dry Dock to 
Lift 7,000 Tons

At other .coast ports than Victoria, 
where it is found that a larger dry- 
dock than that at Esquimau is already 
a necessity, preparation is being made 
for the increasing size of tonnage by 
the building of larger docks. News 
comes from San Francisco that the 
Union Iron Works is about to let a 
contract for the construction of a 
floating sectional dry-dock that will 
accommodate, with four exceptions, 
my vessel regularly entering this port! 

lock will lift 7,000 tons, will be 
not feet S inches In length and will 
cost about $226,000. 

Tho dock will ho built of pine, and 
it is tills part, of tho work for which a 
contract will be let. Tho installation 
of the pumps and all tlie Iran work 
will be done by the owners. It is ex- 
pected to have the dock ready for use 
In seven months, and a mooring off 
the Union Iron Works has already 
been obtained for it. / 

The dock will bo built In sections, so 
that both sections can be used to- 
gether or each one separately. The 
large section will bo 342 feel and 4 
inches long and the small one 1G2 feet 
I and -1 Inches long. Tlie Other dlmen- 
| slons of the two sections are the same 
ami as follows: Breadth, 100 feet; 
width between towers, 7S feet; width 
of towers, 11 feet; height of towers, 
41 feet 10 inches; doptli of base, 12 
feet. 

The largo section will have twenty- 
eight water-tight compartments and 
tho small section twelve. There will bo 
fourteen inside floodgates in the largo 
section and the same number of out- 
side floodgates. The small section will 
have twelve drainage gates and four 
discharge gates, while the small '.sec- 
tion -will have four of the former nnd 
two of the latter. In both sections 
there will bo eighty gates or all kinds. 

Tho dock will lift fourteen tons a 
linear foot; or 7,000 tons In nil, and this 
will enable it to dock any vessel enter- 
ing this port with the exception of the 



The marine lanes "east of Suez are 
dotted at intervals with coaling stations 
but of ull these coaling facilities on 
the way from Liverpool to tlie Orient 
none are of more importance than Port 
Said. In tho llrst place, Port Said Is 
tho collecting link between tlie old and 
the new In the world's history; it is 
one of the principal coaling stations 
In tho world, where at all hours of the 
day and night tlie leviathans of tho 
Indian Ocean may be seen absorbing 
immense quantities of nutriment for the 
next stage of the Journey. I 

It need not bo asserted that, if Port 
Said Hung aside the extensive trade of 
«oaI bunkering over some petty matter 
of disagreement, she would never re- 
gain her present position. As a mat- 
ter of fact, how Port Said manages 
to retain 'her character for swift bun- 
kering, seeing that no facilities appear 
to bo offered by the port authorities 
for the speedy loading or unloading of 
steamers, Is not easily ascertainable. 
The contractors do not seem to consid- 
er It possible to amalgamate and by 
waiving a part of their large profits ac- 
cumulate sufficient to Jufitifjr the in- 
corporation of a dock trust, which 
would ue . Intended, .primarily . for tho 
accommodation of vessels in want of 
coal. It is some time now since wo 
heurd toll of that wonderful FranCo- 
Pays-Bas project to establish a series 
of coaling stations which would enable 
vessels Inimical to Great Britain to re- 
charge their depleted bunkers without 
rolying upon the assistance or condes- 
cension of the United Kingdom." And 
It was no airy, fantastical dream either, 
but a practicable scheme which Is be- 
ing carried into effect. Under tills non- 
red coaling route scheme, a vessel 
would coal nt any of the southern 
ports of France — at Marseilles for ex- 
ample. The next stoppage for coal 
would bo made at Jlboutll, on the Af- 
rican coast, near the island of Aden; 
the third would be at Sabang, In PulO 
Ways, some few hundred miles off Pc- 
nangj and the fourth would be some- 
where along the southern coast of In- 
do-Chlna. Tho name of the place? has 
been give on several occasions, although 
for the moment it escapes my memory, 
and tlie last report on the subject was 
that a French marquis who laid quali- 
fied as a civil engineer, along with a 
number of others Interested in this 
Pickwickian game of International pin- 
pricks, wero busily engaged In laying 
their plans for the erection of a great 
Far Eastern coaling depot. 

That tho scheme cannot be described 
as being entirely in mibilms may be in- 
ferred from the fact that two years 
ago there wero many sailors who pre- 
dicted that the Russian fleet would use 
these side depots in preference to the 
recognized stages of Port Said, Colombo, 
Singapore, and Japan. 

If Port Said throws away its title 
to being an important coaling station 
there Is tlie distinct possibility that tlie 
dreams of our alien competitors may 
become material facts. There is anoth- 
er point— why not eliminate all danger 
from causeless restraints of trade by 
doing away with coolie labor? The 
scene at Port Said when a liner is coal- 
ing savors of the nethermost pit of 
the Inferno: the air reeks with oil 
fumes and the atmosphere Is black with 
dust. Evorybotly on board Is in the 
depths of misery and despair, vet all 
this could be remedied were the author- 
ities to require that the coal contract- 
ors should . install automatic coaling 
machines, which would add to the fa- 
cilities of the port nnd lead the coolies 
to a propc- appreciation of their pes!- 
tlon.

Mr. Joseph Pope, who lias had a 
good deal to do with what may be 
called the diplomatic aide of Canadian 
politics, wrote a letter to the Civil 
Service Commission ih which lie re- 
commended that a department, or at 
least a .subdivision .of one of the ex- 
isting departments should be charged 
with the .supervision of what, for 
want of a better term, lie "calls ."the 
external affairs of the Dominion." We 
do not suggest that the caption of this 
article should be adopted as the name 
for such a branch of the government, 
but it will do for the present. Of 
course it would not do for an actual 
name. We -say 'this because long ex- 
perience has taught us the necessity 
or labelling things so as to show 
whether they are intended seriously or 
otherwise. But seriously speaking 
there is a good deal in what Mr, Pope 
says. Wo quote from, this letter: 

My suggestion is, that all despatches 
relating to external affairs should be 
referred by the Privy Council to one 
department, whose staff should con- 
tain men trained in the study of these 
questions, "and in the conduct of diplo- 
matic correspondence. These officials 
should be in close touch with the 
other departments, from which they 
could draw all necessary information, 
the raw material, as it were, of their 
work; but the digesting of this infor- 
mation, and its presentation in diplo- 
matic form' should rest with them, 
through, of course, the same chan- 
nels, as 'at present; for In this sug- 
gestion there is no thought of change 
in that regard. Every effort should 
be made to collect from the beginning 
all papers bearing on the questions I 
have Indicated, from the office of the 
Governor-General, the Privy Council 
office, the various departments and 
the Foreign and Colonial offices. I 
Wish most earnestly to impress upon 
all concerned that if this worjc is not 
soon systematically begun it will be 
too late. The few men throughout 
the service conversant with these 
questions are growing old, and must 
soon disappear. So far as I know they 
will leave no successors. Much of 
the early history of these subjects, so 
'far as Canadian records arc concerned, 
will thus be lost: 

I recommend that a small start of 
young. men, well educated and careful- 
ly selected, be attached to the depart- 
ment whose creation I have advocated, 
and that they be specially trained in 
the knowledge and treatment of these 
subjects. In this way. we shall ac- 
quire an organized method of dealing 
with international questions which 
at present we wholly lack. 

That such a recommendation has 
been made by so experienced an of- 
ficial as Mr. Pope indicates in a strik- 
ing manner how Canada is growing 
into the stature of nationhood. One 
will search in vain through the 
speeches of the advocates of Confed- 
eration for any hint that they anti- 
cipated the necessity of providing f or | 
a department of the "exterior." These 
men saw in a vague way that the 
work they were doing was fundamen- 
tal, not final, and perhaps there is 
nothing which more forcibly reminds 
us of what Canada is to become than 
the directions and extent of her de- 
velopment since 1867. 

YUKON GOLD. 

The financial sensation of the day 
was the flotation of an enterprise 
which is being referred to as the ••Yu- 
kon Gold." We have no comments one 
way or the other to make upon this 
enterprise. It may be a good thing 
for all we know to the contrary. We 
know nothing whatever about it. and 
the remarks which follow must not 
be taken as even indirectly intimating 
that the stock is not valuable. But 
the almost unprecedented rush to buy 
shares is sure to lead to other ven- 
tures in the same direction, and it i.-- 
as certain as that night will follow 
clay that many of them will lie frauds, 
pure and simple. The Colonist has 
made it a rule not to advertise stock- 
issues when an .appeal was made to 
tin; whole continent for subscriptions. 
Our reason is the fear that by printing 
flamboyant statements as to the pros- 
peels of mining ventures we may lead 
people, who cannot afford It, to place 
iheir savings in the hands of men. 
Whom they do not know, and for pur- 
poses concerning which they cannot 
!!(<!)<• to be fully Informed. Many per- 
sons, who would not think for a mo- 
'.ment. of putting a dollar into a local 
enterprise of any kind, will send it 
freely away to people, of whom they 
have never heard before, for shares in 
companies about which they cannot 
possibly know anything with certainty. 
I£ they take the trouble to think, they 
must realize the absurdity of looking 
upon such stock purchases as invest- 
ments- As a rule the promoters of 
.such companies do not say much 
about dividends. They talk about 
the advance in prices of the stock. 
"You can buy this stock, they say, for 
S10 a share; in thirty days it will be 
worth $12, in ninety days $15 and In 
six months It will reach S20, provided 
such and such things happen. The in- 
experienced person, with $50 pr $100 



-In the savings' bank, which Is yielding 
only $1.50 or $3.00 a year interest, 
reasons that even if in six months 
the advance is only $5.00 the profit 
would be a great deal more than the 
savings bank pays, and so the money 
is withdrawn, and In duo time a very 
pretty piece of paper is received 
showing that the holder is entitled 
to a certain number of shares in a 
certain enterprise. From that time on 
the holder of the certilicato has a new 
interest in life, and it is watching the 
papers to sec the promised rise, in 
value. If the enterprise is fraudu- 
lent, it is a case of hope eternally de- 
ferred, for nothing more is ever heard 
of tli'c matter. If the enterprise is 
legitimate, that is to say, if it is one 
which • is likely to become profitable, 
the price of shares is very likely to bo 
depressed and be kept down until an 
inner circlo gets most of them'. One 
may take it for granted in these mat- 
ters that the small fry are invited only 
to the launching of the enterprise, 
and that when it is afloat the bigger 
fish take charge. Wo repeat thajt this 
article has no reference to any enter- 
prise in particular, but is intended 
only as a warning to those people, 
who may think of buying shares in 
great 'enterprises that are widely ad- 
vertised. They may be the best pos- 
sible enterprises. Everything that is 
claimed for them may bo absolutely 
true; but the element of risk is enor- 
mous.- When once the money has 
been sent away, the chances of get- 
ting it hack arc slim. Better leave 
stock gambling to stock gamblers. If 
you have money tor which you are not 
likely to have any use, the best thing 
to do with it is to invest if in some 
enterprise near home, or put It in real 
estace. You may not have as allur- 
ing prospects held out to you, as in- 
genious advertisers of great: projects 
know so well how to depict, but you 
will lose less sleep over your money 
and be more certain of a profit. 



"SECOND-CLASS WORDS." 

A correspondent, whose letter we 
print and whose observations in regard 
to what appears in the Colonist are 
far too complimentary, except in what 
he says about an absence of vulgarity, 
for this is a quality which we feel we 
have been able to maintain, asks us for 
a definition of the expression "second- 
class words" as used by Mr. Rud- 
yard Kipling. We are unable to give 
oue, and we think the talented auth- 
or of the expression would be equally 
at a loss to do so. Our own under- 
standing of the expression was that 
it meant a non-literary style, a lack 
of finish, a sameness and perhaps also 
an inadequacy of expression. If this 
is right, we fear the Canadian 
press will have to plead guilty, 'and 
we endeavored to give the reasons' in 
a previous article. 

We have had other communications 
referring to our criticisms ot Mr. 
Kipling's letters, and some of them 
were hardly complimentary. A few 
are abusive, but these are unsigned. 
A great many people have spoken 
personally about the criticism, and 
various opinions have been ex- 
pressed as to their justice. s The. writer 
of this article is a great admirer of 
-Mr. Kipling as a word artist, and 
believes that no living writer has so 
fully grasped what may be called the 
spirit of the British tradition'! But 
this has not obscured the very re- 
grettable fact that he has contri- 
buted very little to the great cause 
of Imperialism by hla "Letters to the 
Family." We are unable to see that 
he has in the slightest degree added 
lu the strength of the Imperial tie, if, 
indeed, he has not weakened it. by 
his denunciations of the present Bri- 
tish government and his unfounded as- 
sertion that Canadians have a con- 
tempt for England, lie came to Can- 
ada on a self-imposed mission. He 
was to show us how an Empire could 
re- made. He found, what every man 
Will find who undertakes to work out 
the destiny of the British race at the 
rate of so many cents (or is it dol- 
lars?) per word, that he had attempt- 
ed tb'- Impossible. But lie felt that 
his public expected something, and he 
knew that his publishers did; so he 
was not able to resist the temptation 
to put crude thoughts into tirst-class 
language and sell them to a foreign 
periodical. Doubtless any of us, who 
could get as good a price as lie can 
for writing, would have listened to the 
voice of the tempter — some of us do 
for very much less remuneration, but 
we expected something better from 
the author of "The Kong of the Eng- 
lish." We expected a message; we 
have received a sneer and a scolding, 
both covered up with a good deal of 
flattery, but not so thickly that they 
do not show through. The, sneer may 
be justified; the scolding may be well 
deserved. Canadians have their own 
ideas of the failures of the British 
government and are by no means un- 
conscious of their own imperfec- 
tions. But wc received Mr. Kipling 
as the prophet of a new dispensation, 
and, so far, at least his mission seems 
to have been barren. 

Tne Portland Oregonian -has a Bos- 
ton despatch in which it Is stated 
that a copy of Sir Wilfrid Laurier's 
suppressed speech, delivered In Par- 
liament on January 28th last has been 
received. This "suppressed" speech 
is that wherein the Premier suggested 
that the allied Heels of Britain and 
Japan* might anchor in the harbor of 
Vancouver. The Oregonlan's Boston 
telegram says that every possible ef- 
fect was made to keep the speech 
from getting out, and that few per- 
sons really knew what ho said. Our 
Portland contemporary has been bad- 
ly fooled. The speech was publish- 
ed and commented upon in all parts of 
Canada, anil also In Great Britain. 
No attempt wus made to suppress it, 



and thero is no power in the world 
that could suppress it, after the re- 
porters had got hold of it. As a mat- 
ter of fact the speech appears in full 
In the reports of the debates ot the 
House of Commons.

side of the line. The spectacle of 
war ships riding at anchor In these 
waters is not an unusual one to us. 
Nevertheless, the visit will permit of 
an Interchange of international cour- 
tesies which will be warmly welcomed 
and as heartily embraced 



We are very greatly in sympathy 
with the desire of the people of the 
North Ward, to use the term which 
everybody uses, to have some money 
spent upon the fine field that has 
been purchased for a park. Expen- 
ditures in Beacon Hill Park are all 
right, and they will appeal greatly to 
visitors; but the boys and girls In the 
north end of the city have some rights 
which ought to be recognized, and we 
hope they will be. 



Rock Bay bridge is so narrow that 
it is unsafe for use by horses and 
motors at the same time. A very 
serious accident was very near occur- 
ring a day or two ago because of the 
narrowness of the structure. The 
suggestion has been made that the 
bridge shall bo closed to motors. If a 
team should spring over the railing 
and kill some one, sucl* an order 
would be made, and it ought to be 
made now before anything of that 
kind happens. 

We are glad to observe, from the 
report of the annual meeting of the 
Natural History Association, that the 
affairs of that organization are in good 
shape, and plans for 'future work 
have been prepared on a more com- 
prehensive scale. The society is one 
which is fulfilling a very important 
mission in the province, and its main- 
tenance on a satisfactory basis is a 
matter which will elicit the approval 
of many outside the ranks of its 
membership. 



The activity of the representative 
of the United States in Manchuria be- 
ing synchronous with the arrival of 
Admiral Evans' fleet in the Pacific 
Ocean, Is interpreted as being very 
significant. Without exaggerating the 
nature of the situation, that has aris- 
en, it Is evident that conditions may 
occur, which will delay the departure 
of the fleet on its return voyage, and 
make the promised visit to Japanese 
waters more a demonstrating force 
than an exhibition of friendship. 



We are in receipt of a pamphlet 
issued by "the Combined Committees" 
dealing with t he question of redistri- 
bution in Natal. The details of the 
movement, in the interest of which the 
pamphlet is issued, need not be gone 
into, but some statements are made, 
which are of very general interest. For 
instance it is said that the Asiatic 
population already considerably out- 
numbers the white population, and is 
rapidly increasing while the latter is 
rapidly decreasing. The statement is 
also made that responsible govern- 
ment no longer exists in the colony, 
but that the government is practi- 
cally in the hands of an oligarchy. 



It is very regrettable that there 
should be any friction between the 
Board of Park Commissioners and the 
City Council. It is objected by some 
members or the latter body that the 
commissioners are spending money 
while not directly responsible to the 
Council. It seems rather late in Hie 
day to raise a question of this sort. 
All the powers possessed by the com- 
missioners were conferred upon them 
by bylaw, and we do not believe they 
are disposed to exceed those powers. 
The mayor stated at the meeting on 
Monday evening that "there is no 
doubt that the board is doing good 
work and will see that the money is 
spent to good advantage," and Aid. 
Pauline also "felt that, the board 
would handle its funds in a proper 
manner." Assuming these views to 
represent correctly the situation, it is 
difficult to understand why there 
should be the least lack of harmony 
between the two bodies. Possibly, In 
the last analysis. If will be estab- 
lished that the Council finds It dif-

As variety is the spice of life, It is 
diverting just now to turn from a sur- 
vey of conditions in the United States, 
where students of sociological de- 
velopments tell us there Is a steady 
tendency in the. direction of a mon 
archlcal form of government, to Portu 
gal, where the republicans aro making 
strenuous protests that the monarchy 
is obsolete. 



It is very gratifying to be informed 
that the sanitarium at Tranquille, 
erected under the auspices of the 
Antl-Tubcr.culosis Association, is 
working with conspicuous success, and 
that already a couple of patients have 
been discharged as cured. Of course, 
such an enterprise was never in the na- 
ture of an experiment; but it is 
pleasant nevertheless to learn of such 
prompt fulfillment of the hopes of 
those who worked with such untiring 
zeal for establishment of the institu- 
tion. ■ The results so far achieved 
would appear to abundantly justify 
the proposed expenditure on improve- 
ments. 



Mr. Mackenzio King says he has 
succeeded In arranging for a satisfac- 
tory adjustment of the Hindu immi- 
gration problem. It will bo controlled 
by the authorities in India. As an ad- 
juster Mr. King is a success. When 
he has finished his work in Britain, 
there may bo a job waiting for him in 
Quebec, where the relations of 
Messrs Brodeur and Lomioux are be- 
coming decidedly strained.

It is said that the boycott move- 
ment against Japan is spreading rap- 
idly throughout, China. It is under- 
standable that when hie ponderous 
mass of population in the Flowery 
Kingdom becomes thoroughly impreg- 
nated with an idea of hostility to a 
neighboring nation, it will call for the 
exercise of some extraordinary per- 
suasive methods to restore the status 
quo. Some eminent critics of the 
situation in the Orient suggest that 
developments will show that Japan is 
yearning for another opportunity to 
•'discipline" China, some former ef- 
forts in this direction having proved 
exceedingly profitable. It is probably 
correct to say that at no time in re- 
cent years has the problem of the 
Far East presented more fascinating 
phases to engage the attention of 
mankind. The conviction is universal 
that the world is shortly to witness 
some sort of an unheaval in that 
quarter which will be far-reaching in 
its effects.

Canada has still plenty of room for 
the right kind of immigrant, but the 
day of omnivorous settler-hunger lias 
gone forever. Even the free lands call 
for capital .to stock them and maintain 
the fanner while awaiting the returns 
from hLs first crop; while, there is 
much land which must bo bought from 
the companies or the political specula- 
tors who own them. Farmers with ca- 
pital to start with cannot find a better 
opening than in Canada. Farm labor- 
ers with a willingness to work and to 
learn can hardly fall hrre. Domestic 
servants are always in demand. But 
hero the list closes. The products of 
city slums, sent out by soft-hearted 
charitable organizations, must be very 
carefully examined; and men In search 
of clerkships or mechanics' positions 
must he abb; to endure competition 
only less rigorous than that at home. It 
goes without saying that these latter 
should get no government Ijolp or en- 
couragement whatever. — Montreal Star.

The -news that the Prince and Prin- 
cess of Wales are about to pay a Hy- 
ing visit to the German Court is in- 
teresting from more than one point of 
view, and is probably the direct out- 
come of what may be called the im- 
perial letter incident. Several mem- 
bers of our Royal family never visit 
Berlin; this is owing In no sense to 
any lack of friendly feeling between 
the two Courts, but because of the 
curiously strict, it might almost be 
said iron, nature of Prussian court 
etiquette. This etiquette is peculiar- 
ly severe with regard to Royal mar- 
riages; alliances between princesses 
of the blood royal and even the great- 
est nobility are treated as morganatic. 
This is why tho Duchesses of Argyll 
and. Fife, and — to take an even strang- 
er case — H.R.H. princess Henry of 
Battcnberg, never visit the Prussian 
Court. Tho late Duchess of Teck, 
who as a girl was so much in Ger- 
many, never made a sojourn at Ber- 
lin after her marriage; and it is a cu- 
rious fact that neither the Princess 
of Wales nor tho young Queen of 
Spain is familiar with tho usages of 
tho Prussian Court. No commoner, 
however distinguished, however great 
his world-wide fame as scientist, art-, 
1st, or "musician, can hope to belong 
to" the German Imperial circle -unless 
he- bo'"flrst dowered"'by his Emperor 
with tho magic patent of nobility. 
What, to our British notions, is even 
stranger, no wife or daughter of a 
great millionaire, howevor, honorable 
the source of the husband's or father's 
wealth, can dream of .being presented 
to the Empress. Tho Prussian nobil- 
ity form a caste entirely apart from 
the rest of society, and Berlin, social- 
ly speaking, is composed of many dif- 
ferent worlds, none of which mingle 
With one another. Tills stato of 
things was particularly repugnant to 
the liberal-minded and highly-gifted 
Empress Frederick, and, when Crown 
Princess, she made an effort, and on 
tile whole a successful one, to sur- 
round herself and her husband with a 
select intellectual society; but tho 
great Court oflicials took care to let 
it be very clearly understood that the 
future Empress's "common" friends 
were not entitled to any kind of re- 
cognition from the Court. 'worldV-.

Belfast Whig.— With a view of see- 
ing ourselves as others see us, the ar- 
ticle on "Tho British Army of the 
Present Day" by a Gcrmun oiiicer, 
Which Is published in tills month's 
Contemporary Review 'may be recom- 
mended to careful study. Major Von 
Hepdebreck Is air biUcer In tho German 
vfli'my, who in the 'course of visits to 
England has received special oppor- 
tunities for making observations on 
the condition of the British army. He 
refers gratefully to tho hospitality 
which has been shown to him by Brit- 
ish officers. So far from being tainted 
by Anglophobia, the tone of his article 
is of the most friendly character. It is 
written solely from tho point of view 
of military elilciency, and, although the 
article is taken from an official report 
Issued by the German General Staff, it 
is entirely free of the German patriotic 
bias. The writer does indeed take oc- 
casion to compare the British with the 
Gorman army, but he never loses sight 
of tho fact that an army is # before all 
things an instrument for the winning 
of battles. The article is specially de- 
serving of the attention of those Who 
take pessimistic views of the condition 
of the British army and of our defen- 
ces generally. Major von Heydobreek's 
article shows him to be at once a com- 
petent and candid critic. There Is not 
the slightest reason to doubt his good 
faith, and it is therefore reassuring to 
find that lie Is satisfied that very great 
Improvement has been, effected, and 
that the British army it not notably 
inferior to tho armies of the Continent. 
Incidentally he is deeply impressed 
with the value of tho defence which is 
afforded to Great Britain by its fleet. 
''What nation," lie asks, "is strong 
enough to land in Great Britain such 
an army as would be required to sub- 
due this highly-developed, proud and 
stout-hearted people? A small force 
would be useless) for such an under- 
taking. What nation — or rather what 
combination of nations — has a fleet 
powerful enough to prepare the way 
for the invasion, and to guard the line 
of communication oversea against the 
countless armored squadrons of the 
United Kingdom, which have never be- 
fore been so fully prepared for war'.'" 
When a German oflleer who knows his 
business, and who may be acquitted of 
any strategic designs in the matter, 
writes like this we may Justifiably 
pluck up courage to believe that the 
condition of our defences is not quite 
as bad as It lias been represented/

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Wo had a reference the other day 
to some experiments which aro being 
conducted in Toronto hospitals with 
a new anaesthetic. The following 
from the Toronto News shows that 
widespread interest has been aroused 
over tho matter, which gives promise 
of establishing new methods In surgi- 
cal operations: 

Toronto medical men are very much 
interested in a series of clinics, which 
are being conducted at the General 
Hospital, in the use of stovaine, the 
new anaesthetic. The second of the 
series was held this morning upon 
two subjects, one male and the other 
female, and proved very successful. 
As a local anaesthetic, stovaine ren- 
ders insensible tho lower parts of the 
body, while the patient retains abso- 
lute consciousness. In a recent clinic 
tho subject carried on a conversation 
with ono of thu dociors during the 
time that an operation upon his body 
was In progress. He felt no pain, 
and a screen was used to prevent him 
being a witness of tho operation. The 
anaesthetic is so injected by means of 
a needle Into tho spinal canal as to 
deprive tho patient of sensation be- 
low tho breast line. It Is effective in 
from three to fifteen minutes, and 
its duration is from ono to two hours, 
according to tho dose. It has not tho 
depressing effect upon tho heart that 
is noticeable in the use of chloroform 
and ether, and the nausea experienced 
by a patient recovering from these 
anaesthetics Is almost entirely ab- 
sent in the case of stovaine. In only 
one Instance in tho Toronto clinics has 
it failed to produce anaesthesia, and 
in no case, has there been the slightest 
sign of lnfoction-or injurious result to 
the subject, 



Prince and Princess Bernadotte of 
Sweden aro to be our next Royal visi- 
tors, but, contrary to custom, they 
will not be accompanied by tho pomp 
and circumstance which surrounds the 
progress of princes, for their visit will 
be made in the name of religion.

On tho last oc- 
casion they both addressed large audi- 
ences at theMay meetings of the now 
demolished Exeter hall, an unusual la- 
bel- for a Royal couple. But unevent- 
ful as are the paths they have chosen 
for themselves .their life has not been 
without Its romantic incidents. Per- 
haps the most romantic of all was that 
of their courtship. and marriage. The 
Princess was one of tho Queen of 
Swedens maids of honor, Miss Ebba 
Munck, and attracted Prince Oscar 
from tin; moment she set foot in the 
palace. When tho late King heard 
nf his son's Infatuation lie decided to 
send him away, for he disapproved of 
his son's choice. Prince Oscar re- 
fused to go unless Miss Munck went 
with him, and this the King, who had 
set his heart on a Europeon princess, 
decided must not take place at any 
cost. , In spite of his father's oppo- 
sition the prince and Miss Munck 
were betrothed, and then things 
drew quickly to a crisis. Queen So- 
phia was stricken with a terrible ill- 
ness which necessitated a severe op- 
eration and which, was accompanied 
with a large degree of danger. Just 
before taking the anaesthetic sho sent 
for the king and begged his consent 
to the marriage and his forgiveness 
for Prince Oscar. Under these dra- 
matic circumstances the king relented. 
The queen was operated on and re- 
covered, and the Prince and Miss 
Munck were married at Bournemouth, 
Their marriage has been a superla- 
tively happy one, for they have almost 
every thought In common. They are 
beloved by tho Swedish people be- 
cause of their good deeds and their 
sincerity. Princo Oscar, even before 
his marriage, had strong sympathies 
with tho ,vvork of tho evangelist, and 
often ^uidjbjhat if lie were ever com- 
pelled to choose a congenial employ- 
ment, he would select that of the mis- 
sionary. After his marriage ho kept 
his word and he and his wife have 
done evangelical work ever -since. — 
M. A. P, . 4 



to set our house in order. The war 
found, the army seriously deficient in 
numbers, and the men whom It had 
were quite unequal to the task which 
was laid upon them. The homo army 
was little more than a collection of 
depots. It was, as this writer says, 
quite incapable of undertaking opera- 
tions on a largo scale. The cavalry 
were short of horses; many regiments 
had only one horse to two men. The 
worst feature of tho situation, how- 
ever, was that, while it was necessary 
to bring the nrmy up to war strength 
on mobilisation every reservlst^in thpf 
country should- be called up, tho- res- 
erve wiis almost immediately exhaust-, 
■ed. This entailed the enlisting of re- 
cruits on as large a scale as possible. 
Theso recruits were inferior in phys- 
ique, and they were of course quite 
useless until they were trained. To 
tho country the crisis brought home 
the supreme necessity of maintaining 
constantly in peace time an army or-. 
ganized upon a war basis. The Impos- 
sibility of improvising an army to go 
on active, service at the shortest no- 
tice should have been so obvious as to 
need no costly demonstration; but in 
the case of nations as in the case of 
individuals the simplest lessons are 
often the hardest to learn; they need 
to be driven home by bitter exper- 
ience. Shrewd observers might have 
also forseen, although there Is no evi- 
dence that upon any considerable 
scale they did so, that the supply of 
reservists would run short; -The prob- 
lem of army reform became therefore 
bound up witLi^thb ' two great objects 
of having an. ifffrnry In readiness to go 
on active service at r tlie shortest notice, 
and with the supply of an adequate 
number of rcservemen. The first man 
to whom it fell to grapple with these 
tasks was Mr. Brodrick, . who came 
into office as the result of events in 
South Africa. Mr. Brodrick devised 
the famous army corps scheme, and he 
Introduced a long term of service in 
the reserve — viz., nine years — and a 
terms of three years only with the col- 
ors. The army corps scheme was sub- 
ject to tho disadvantage from the ilrst 
of being a scheme which existed only 
on paper, and the difficulty of finding 
drafts for the colonies brought to 
naught his plan of short service with 
the colors and of long service in the 
reserve, 

To Mr. Brodrick succeeded in 1903 
Mr. Arnold -Korstor, who witli great 
vigor addressed himself to tho task 
which his predecessor had laid down. 
Deeply Impressed with tho necessity 
of having an army readily mobilised, 
in; kept it steadily in view that tho 
navy is our ilrst line of defence. He 
also directed special attention to tho 
militia and the volunteers. Mr. Ar- 
nold-Forster encountered most strenu- 
ous opposition in military circles, but 
he held his ground firmly, and he was 
enabled to effect during bis term of 
office very considerable reforms, not- 
ably the alteration of the periods of 
color service, made with the view of 
providing tho necessary drafts of long-- 
service men for the colonies. -In 11)05 
a new Government camo Into power, 
and with it Mr. Haldane as Secretary 
for War. Mr. Haldane was liable to 
the same reproach as his predecessor 
in respect of his having been a civilian 
all his life. Nevertheless, he cheerfully 
and courageously took up the task 
whero Mr. Arnold-Porstor had laid it 
down. The special feature of Mr. Hal; 
dane's scheme ^vas his dealing with 
the militia and" volunteers, both of 
which, he designed, should be efficient 
branches of the service, lit for service 
at home or abroad, and he resolved to 
organize the army in six Independent 
divisions. Tho militia, for whom a 
more efficient training was provided, 
became the special contingent. Mr. 
Haldane'S ruling idea was to utilize 
the militia and volunteers for active 
service When occasion required. So 
far us can lie judged, the scheme which 
ho has introduced is likely to prove of 
Immense advantage. Upon Its success 
It depends whether wo aro to have 
compulsory service In Great Britain, 
if it succeeds Mr. Haldane will have 
proved a great benefactor to his coun- 
try, but If it docs not it will be abso- 
lutely necessary to have compulsory 



service In this country. 

London Standard. — Yesterday after- 
noon tho Associated Chambers of 
Commerce iollowcd the lead given by 



tho London Chamber of Commerce at 
its annual meeting last year, and pas- 
sed a resolution in favor of tariff re- 
form. A significant addition to the 
resolution' was the incorporation in' it 
of the expression of- disappointment 
with the results of tho Imperial Con- 
ference forwarded from Belfast. Mr. 
Parkes, who seconded the motion, ar- 
gued for its acceptance upon Imperial 
grounds. Lord Brassey, who presided 
at yesterday's mcctjng,. merely urged 
,that it "was useless iVraiso a question 
upon which the "frm'Jority there 'pres- : 
ent, having Idhg-lfiiftee made up their 
minds, "would -remain deaf to the 
most convincing -arguments." It may 
be suggested that no one seriously 
hopes to convert Lord Brassey. Yet, 
if we mistake not, it Is Lord Brassey 
who has urged the reduction of tl>0 
personnel of tho navy because the 
country could no longer afford their 
pay the pension. 

Belfast Whig— Mr. Birrell has had 
two nights of straight talk about tho 
condition of Ireland and he does not 
seem to like it. A more dismal all- 
round record of failure it would bo 
difficult to conceive. Economy and ef- 
ficiency were the mottoes of this Ad- 
ministration In taking over the reins 
of Government. Extravagance and In- 
efficiency in every department have 
been the result. The police estimates 
have had to bo enormously increased 
because Mr. Birrell bad not tho cour- 
age to enforce the law at tho outset 
against those who at Westminster 
were Ills political supporters, whilst in 
Roscommon and Mayo they were or- 
ganizers of crime and outrage. The 
funds for extending and completing 
land purchase are declared to be ex- 
hausted because Mr. Birrell has not 
sufficient backbone, or sufficient in- 
fluence with the treasury to demand 
tho funds granted by Mr. Wyndham's 
Act. And last night it had to be ad- 
mitted that the funds of the Congest- 
ed Districts Board were in the same 
depleted state. We were promised the 
millennium, and lo! so far as the Ir- 
ish agriculturist is concerned, wo have 
only years of dearth and deficit. Mr. 
Blrrell's only record so far has been 
Increased crime, Increased police, in- 
creased emigration, combined with, or 
consequent on, a stoppage of public 
funds for works of national ameliora- 
tion. With such a brilliant record it 
Is little wonder that our humorous and 
versatile Chief Secretary Is anxious to 
transfer his services to some less on- 
erous and equally well-paid branch of 
•His Majesty's service.

Tiio proposition of the city to tax 
the agents for life Insurance com- 
panies doing business here $100 a year 
instead of $20 a year which it has 
been the practice, the past few years 
to levy, has raised a. .strong protest. 
Prior to Monday night's meeting of 
the council a deputation of Insurance 
men headed by Mr. Brett met the 
council and after considerable dis- 
cussion received the assurance that 
the city would not insist on levying 
the higher tax. It was pointed out 
by the members of the deputation 
that to entore the tax would result 
In most of the companies withdrawing 
their offices here, only doing busi- 
ness at Vancouver. 

It is claimed that when the revenue 
bylaw was passed the intention was 
only to tax transient agents and not 
those who have offices here but for 
the past year or two the $10 tax was 
Imposed each half year the same as 
In the case of other Insurance com- 
panies, as owing to the objections of 
the Insurance men at that time it was 
decided to be better to avoid any 
friction. Tills year, however, the city 
treasurer lias been sending out his no- 
tices calling for the $100 tax and 
again the Insurance men object.

SHIP CARPENTER SUES 
THE ESQUIM ALT FIRM 

Three Cases Are Disposed of in 
the 'County Court Yes- 
terday 



The principal case in tlio County 
court yesterday was Gray vs. B. C. 
Marino Railway Company, In which 
a ship contractor was suing the 
Esquimau shipbuilding Brril for mon- 
eys alleged to bo due him. It appears 
that the plaintiff obtained a contract 
to do work on a tugboat the defend- 
ants were building, amounting to 
$7,000, under tho terms of which the 
plaintiff was to receive ninety per 
cent, of thu work done at a rate not 
exceeding .six dollars per day, the 
remainder of tho contract price to be 
paid on completion of the work. It 
seems that Gray had somo words with 
Mr. Bullen, and left his work, after- 
wards bringing suit for damages for 
wrongful dismissal and for payment 
at the rate of six dollars per day from 
the tlrst of the month up to tho time 
he quit. 

For the defence Despard Twigg con- 
tended that no action lay for wrong- 
ful dismissal or for wages due, as there 
was no relationship of master and 
servant and that the action, If any 
lay, should be for breach of contract. 
Judge Lampman upheld his conten- 
tion, and the action was dismissed. 
The defendants alleged that they had 
suffered damage, by reason of Gray 
leaving his work when he did, and 
had Hied a counterclaim for idjamt- 
ages. Mr. Twigg, however, said that 
Mr. Bnllen had Instructed him not to 
press the counterclaim, as there was 
no intention of being hard upon the 
man. It. S. Lowe appeared for the 
plaintiff. 

In the morning there were a couple 
of small cases. In the first Dixi Boss 
& Co. sued Phil R. Smith, of the Vic- 
toria Printing & Publishing Company 
for $25. -10. the amount of a grocery 
bill. The defendant counter-claimed 
for the amount of a. printing bill for 
stationery printed for the plaintiffs, 
but which they had refused to accept. 
Dixi Ross & Co. claimed that this 
work had never been ordered by 
them. This view was accepted by the 
judge, who. gave a verdict for tho 
plaintiffs. George Morphy was for the 
plaintiffs, and Sydney Child for the 
defense. 

The next case was that of Fell & 
Co. vs. Dumbleton for $413. U ; 
poured that it was an old bill for 
groceries incurred while the defend- 
ant was running a saw mill, a ven- 
ture which, apparently, ended In fail- 
ure. H. M. Dumbleton, who argued 
his own case, pleaded the statute of 
limitations, and a decision was given 
in his favor. After judgment had been 
rendered Mr. Dumbleton informed the 
court that he had no intention of de- 
frauding Fell & Co. out of anything 
that was due them on technical 
grounds, but that they wobld even- 
tually get their money. He said ho 
had met with financial misfortunes, 
but that bo was gradually paying off 
his liabilities, and would pay the plain- 
tiffs when he could get around to 
them. His honor remarked that ho 
was glad to hear that he intended to 
pay the debt as soon as ho' could."" ,

ON FRASER RIVER 



Dominion and Provincial Gov- 
ernments to Help Safeguard 
■ Dyked Lands 



Good progress is being mado with 
the piling and protection works which 
arc under construction in order to 
arrest tho cutting or the Frascr river 
Into tho bank near the Matsqul dyke 
pumping station. It is fully expected 
that everything will be in shape be- 
fore high water comes. It is at pres- 
ent rather too early to decide whether 
a very high water is probable this 
season or not. The attendant expense 
Is borne equally by the provincial and 
the dominion governments. 

But as a good deal of snow in the 
aggregate has fallen upon the moun- 
tains a very high water if all the cir- , 
cumstances unpropitiously concur is 
still quite within the probabilities. 

High waters are always a very 
serious matter for those who live on 
the low lands, which lies ever and 
anon along the lower Fraser river, 
whether these lands be dyked or 1111- 
dyked; for In the case of the dyked 
lands the danger of invasion by tho 
raging waters through the appearance 
of a break in the embankment which 
L always a factor in these situations 
becomes more pressing than ever, 
while in the case of , tho undyked 
lands, the inconvenience which Is al- 
ways more or loss occasioned to the 
residents by a high water, becomes 
much more than ordinarily pronounc- 
ed. Now these low lands and par- 
ticularly In tho upper part of the low- 
er Fraser, Include sonio of the richest 
soils in British Columbia and there 
are those who contend that if works 
wore undertaken having as their ob- 
ject the thorough control and mas- 
tery of the river during these yearly 
recurring periods of high water anil 
properly carried to completion, tho 
money even though the cost should 
run Into large figures would be well 
spout, and even within tho space of a 
comparatively low years be far more 
than recouped. 

Tho first very noticeable high water 
Which, since white people began agri- 
cultural operations in "anything like a 
serious fashion along the banks of tho 
Lower Fraser, occurred in 1876. Thou 
followed tho still greater flood 1SS2, 
which was in turn exceeded by a still 
higher water in 1894. A fourth very 
high water visited the valley In 1003, 
but so far 1894 hold3 the record as the 
highest and most dangerous flood 
which iias menaced the homes and the 
improvements ami the farms of set- 
tlers along the Fraser river. 

It will lie noticed that there has 
been an almost steady advance in the 
heights to which these excessively 
high waters havo attained, and it 
would appear to be a reasonable sup- 
position that this almost steady in- 
crease in height has been duo. to some 
gradual and progressive change in the 
bed of the river, due in part perhaps 
to the silting up of tho channel, owing 
to a variety of causes, and party to 
tho formation of log jams', which, like 
sandbanks, as well as all other ob- 
structions, act In the manner of par- 
tial dams, obstructing the flow of the 
water and compelling it either to find 
other channels of egress or in default 
of those, throwing It back over the 
lower lands of the valley. 

These floods in the past have de- 
stroyed In the aggregate an Immense 
amount of property, retarded settle- 
ment, rendered tin.' improvement of 
tho land in certain districts a. platter 
of (ho most Intolerable Incertitude and 
risk, and even driven away many peo- 
ple from the country who otherwise 
might have made their homes here.. 



News of a remarkable piracy and 
murder in the South Seas, when cap- 
tain and mute of a Caliao schooner 
were attacked with a tomahawk and 
forced to jump overboard by Joseph 
•Mortimer, a Belgian; J. Taylor of 
Manchester and G. Jackson of Lon- 
don, who then, stole tho schooner, the 
Neuvre Tigro, of Caliao, and started 
for the South Seas, is reported by tho 
steamship Marama. Tho vessel was 
wrecked in the Gilbert islands, where 
sho was found by. Captain Marshall of 
tho trading schooner Laurel, who re- 
ported the piracy and murder to the 
authorities at Suva. Captain Marsh- 
all found the schooner, a fine, Ameri- 
can-built fore-and-after, stranded on 
a reef in Apamana lagoon, in the Gil- 
bert islands. Two men were with her, 
who proved to be Taylor and Jackson. 
When tho two men tried to get the 
trader to carry them away lie became 
suspicious and questioned them re- 
garding their vessel. They said they 
had bought her as tho schooner Pu-; 
elcho of Valparaiso, and her owner had 
refused to give them the register. They 
had, too, they said, left without a 
clearance. 

Further questioning brought out tho 
story of the piracy and murder. The 
younger man confessed. He said that 
his name was Jackson, but that he 
also went by the name of Skerrett. Ho 
was 20 years of age and an English- 
man, liis companion, Joseph Morti- 
mer, who was about 40 years of age, 
was a Belgian, and was employed on 
tho vessel as cook. The Neuvre Tigre, 
ho said, left Caliao with a cargo of 
coke for one of the coastal por^s. 
There was a crow of four all told, in- 
cluding the captain, mate, Mortimer 
and himself, who was engaged as 
cabin boy. It was apparent that Mor- 
timer had previously planned to take 
the ship, for they had not been at sea, 
many hours before he mado a blood- 
thirsty attack on the mate. The mate 
was attending to some portion of the 
rigging when tho cook, who had so- 
cured a tomahawk, crept up behind 
hun and aimed a blow at his head. At 
that instant tho mate moved, and in- 
stead of killing him, as was intended, 
tho blade struck his arm, causing a 
severe wound. The mate then grap- 
pled witli his assailant, and attempted 
to wrench the tomahawk from his 
grasp. Mortimer, however, is a pow- 
erful man, and the mate was greatly 
handicapped with his injured arm. 
After a desperate struggle, lasting 
some minutes, he found ho was unable 
to overpower his antagonist, and mauo 
a dash for the rigging. Mortimer was 
taken aback by thiff' move, and the 
fugitive reached the rigging before he 
was aware of his intention. Mortimer 
again rushed at him and made slashes 
a! him with the tomahawlc but the 
mate by this time had reached a place 

OC Tho°co'.n,uotion brought the captain 
on deck Before ho could arm 1 i n- 
self however, Mortimer spied him 
and leaving lie mate in the rigg ng 
once turned his attention to the 
captain. Before the captain could 
let anything with which to defend 
himself, ho was struck on the head 
with the tomahawk, and rendered un- 
conscious. Mortimer now had full 
charge of the ship. He hurried to his 
Sunk, and secured a rifle, which he 
has secreted. After deliberately load- 
ing It ho pointed it at tho mate, and 
threatened to shoot him if he did not 
jump overboard. The mate attempt- 
ed 'to pacify the now Infuriated man, 
but without effect, and after arguing 
for some minutes he took a header 
from the rigging into the sea. He 
was seen to rise to the surface and 
swim towards tho shore, but a few 
minutes later he disappeared, and was 
apparently drowned. By this time 
tho captain, who had lain where lie 
was struck down, had recovered con- 
sciousness, and Mortimer gave him 
the option of being shot or jumping 
overboard. He chose the latter course 
and immediately leapt over tho rail. 
Young Jackson, who had been an 
eye-witness of the terrible deed, took 
no part in it, and when the captain 
jumped overboard he threw him a 
plank. He was unable to say whether 
the captain managed to secure tho 
plank, but was strongly of the opin- 
ion that ho did not see it, and was 
drowned. The vessel was then 14 
miles off tho coast, and it is extreme- 
ly improbable that cither of the men 
were saved. Mortimer made Jackson 
or Skerrett promise to stand by him, 
and assist him to navigate the ves- 
sel Jackson was afraid that he 
might meet the fate of his shipmates if 
he refused, so he at onco fell In with 
the plans of his companion. The 
cargo of coke was jettisoned, and the 
name of the vessel was then erased. 
The elder man said ho intended to 
call her the White Rose, and sail for 
Australia, whore he would dispose of 
her. 

The perilous voyage was then com- 
menced. Neither man know much 
about navigation, and they always 
sailed with the wind. It was surpris- 
ing, therefore, that they reached so 
far without meeting with disaster. 
However, at 8 o'clock one morning 
they brought up at the island of 
Apamaiun. in the Gilbert group. Tho 
vessel went well on to the reef, and 
Is a hopeless wreck. She is lying on 
the weather side of the Island, and 
as the northeast trades will soon set 
in, sho is likely to break up quickly, 
On landing at the island the men were 
Ignorant of their position. As they 
hud no papers on board, the native 
magistrate took charge of them and 
sent them on to Tarawa.

Mortimer, who was on shore was 
found afterward, and he, Taylor and 
Jackson were taken to Suva us pris- 
oners on tho charge of piracy on the 
high seas. As the outrage was com- 
mitted on a foreign vessel on the 
high sens it is highly improbable that 
they will bo dealt with in Fiji. In- 
formation will doubtless be forwarded 
to the authorities at Caliao, and tho 
prisoners transported there for trial. 
Mortimer remained very reticent, 
nnd although questioned frequently 
refused absolutely to say anything on 
the matter. Jackson's confession was 
nlso shown to him, but. he again re- 
fused to make any statement as to the. 
truth or otherwise of the statement. 
Tho two men had previously been 
shipmates, haying joined a Chilian 
warship at Liverpool for a voyago to 
Valparaiso. 

Tho native magistrate has taken 
possession of the schooner. The sur- 
vivors were evidently well t stocked 
with provisions when they com- 
menced their perilous voyage, for 
there was plenty of fresh water on 
board, and enough biscuits and other 
food to last some weeks. 1 •

HOUSEHOLD RECIPES 

Dainty Cocoanut Pie. 

Ono pint milk, one cup grated co- 
cocoanut, onr cup sugar, piece butter 
size of air egg, one tablespoonful corn- 
starch, whites of two eggs. Scald the 
cocoanut in the milk and add corn- 
starch dissolved in a little water. After 
it cools add the sugar and beaten 
whites of the eggs. Bake like a cus- 
tard pie.

Juice and grated rind of ono lemon, 
one cup of sugar, two tablcspocnfuls 
of flour, one teaspoonful of butter, 
yolks of two eggs, one-half cup of new 
milk, last tho beaten whites of two 
eggs. Bake with bottom crust only.

Tart Pies 

Make a rich pie crust. Cover the 
outside of a deep pie tin or plate, hake 
a light, delicate, brown in a (piick oven, 
plate bottom side. up. Gently all]) off 
and onto a nice ^whlte or fancy plate. 
When cool and just before serving fill 
with sliced bananas, strawberries, 
oranges or any fruit that needs no 
cooking; cover with whipped cream, 
sweetened and flavored. Delicious.

Meat Rice Pie 

Take a baking dish, put slices or 
small pieces of cold meat, that may be 
left over, season' with pepper, salt and 
one largo onion, cut fine. Over this 
pour a rich gravy. Boil one and one- 
half cups of rice with one teaspoonful 
of sa^t until tender, then .strain ancl 
add ono tablespoonful of butter and 
two beaten eggs. Put this mixture 
over moat and bake for three-quarters 
of an hour.

Tripe and Onions 

Three pounds tripe. It must be well 
washed. Put into a saucepan, cover 
witli cold water, and simmer for half 
an hour. Remove and cut into small 
pieces, put in another saucepan with 
lots of onions, cover with milk, season 
witli pepper and salt, thicken with 
flour and butler, cook gently for .six- 
hours, add minced parsley before serv- 
ing, 

Scotch Scones 

One pound flour, half pint sour milk, 
quarter teaspoon cream of tartar, one 
teaspoon baking soda, one pinch of 
salt, a wee piece of butter. Knead all 
together and cut iii triangles. Bake in 
griddle, tho under side thoroughly be- 
fore turning, and quite lightly on up- 
per side. 

Mocha Cake. 

Tlie beauty of this cake consists in 
lu coloring and delicate flavor. The 
foundation is the ordinary light cake 
mixture baked In an 8-inch tin, Iced 
with French Mocha glace Icing, then 
piped with alternate rings of pale 
green and cream butter icing, tho 
former flavored with vanilla and tho 
latter with maraschino. For Ihe cake: 
Pour eggs, four ounces of caster sug- 
ar, two ounces of flour, two ounces 
of potato flour, and half a teaspoonful | 
of baking powder, Break the eggs Into 
a fairly largo basin, beat them with a 
whisk until the whites and yolks are 
blended together; add the sugar, and 
beat over a saucepan of hot water un- 
til the mixture is light in color and 
more than double in bulk; remove tho 
bn.sin from the saucepan and continue 
beating to thicken the mixture; re- 
move the whisk and with a spoon 
lightly fold In tho flour, previously 
slovctl together with the baking pow- 
der, place in an 8-inch, tin . lined with 
kitchen paper, and bake in a moder- 
ate oven. When cold, ico it with coffee 
icing (three-quarter pound, of icing 
sugar, sieved, one and a half table- 
spoonfuls of. strong coffee or- coffee 
essence, one and a half tabletipoonfuls 
of water), mix the ingredients togeth- 
er in a saucepan over a slow lire, and 
when smooth and warm pour over the 
cako when set; lightly mark the pat- 
tern with a round 2-Inch cutter, niuk- 
ing the centre one first then pipe the 
rings with Vienna butter Icing alter- 
nately cream and pale green.

HERE AND THERE 

There arc warnings from all quar- 
ters that women should take care of 
their daughters. Young girls are al- 
lowed a degreo of liberty for whlcli 
neither their ago nor their prudence 
fits them. The consequences are dis- 
astrous in many cases. Are there 
not even in this city many mothers 
who could not tell, if asked, where 
their daughters spend their afternoons 
ancl evenings? Prom four o'clock to 
dinner time and from eight till eleven 
o'clock or after, are dangerous hours 
for tho girl who is just budding into 
womanhood. She requires especial 
care arid guidance. 

The habit, but too common, of al- 
lowing these children to go about at 
night unattended Is full of danger. A 
mother's duty to her daughters is one 
that has the strongest claim upon her. 
No other work, however important, 
should bo allowed to interfere with 
her care for the welfare of tho young 
girl whoso good name Is so priceless 
a possession. How hard it Is to atone 
for any carelessness at this period the 
experience of many a broken-hearted 
mother can testify. On the other hand 
tho grown woman has often found 
that the thoughtless folly of the for- 
ward child has left a mark which 
years of prudent conduct scarcely suf- 
fice to obliterate. 

Tho severity with which society 
treats the woman who offends against. 
Its laws may be unjust, but it affords 
an additional reason why mothers 
should do all in their power to shield 
their young girls* from temptations 
which they are not yet wise enough 
or strong enough to resist. 

In tho Easter number of the Can- 
adian Magazine, Catherine Hale has 
an article on "Musical Awakening In 
Canada." While In a very general 
way speaking of tho work done 
throughout Canada (luring the past 
season, the article is chiefly an ap- 
preciation of Toronto musicians. In 
passing it may bo noted that if To- 
ronto has won for itself tho title of 
"Choral Capital" of Canada, no re- 
view of tho musical associations of 
tho Dominion, however cursory is 
complete which quite ignores Vic- 
toria. There arc In our city musical 
societies which 'compare favorably 
with" those of most cities of Canada 
and musicans whoso ability would bo 
recognized by artists is interesting. 
That we have In Canada such a body 
of musicians as the Mendelssohn 
Choir of Toronto who could ' render 
the Ninth Symphony of Beethoven in 
New York with such perfection as to 
evoke unexampled enthusiasm, Is 
something to awaken pride, and emu- 
lation in all musical circles through- 
out the country. There are many in 
this city who would have been glad 
to join with those who united to hon- 
or Dr. Livingston, when for the twen- 
ty-fifth time he conducted the "Mes- 
siah" in Massey hall, for tho work of 
tho head of Toronto College of Music 
is known and appreciated in Victoria. 

Musical talent Is not confined to 
the wealthy or cultured. This has 
been fully recognized by II. M. Flet- 
cher, the conductor of tho Schubert 
Choir and the People's Choral Union. 
The members of those choirs are tak- 
en from the foundries, factories and 
big department stores and trained till 
they are ablo to take part in the ren- 
dition of works of Gounod or Shu- 
bert. The effect of such a musical 
education In refining and elevating 
those who receive it cannot well be 
over estimated. With tho love of mu- 
sic and the ability to interpret the 
work of the great composers will come 
In time the power to create and Can- 
ada will have Its own composers. In 
the meantime life, will have been 
made sweeter and brighter for thou- 
sands by the efforts of the sweet sing- 
ers of our country.

Subscribers to the Carnegie library 
can tell by glancing at an indicator 
which has been placed on the counter 
whether any novel Is out or la. If the 
number one is looking for Is marked j 
on a red ticket the volume is In. If, on 
the contrary the number Is seen on a 
blue ticket the hook is out, and it Is I 
of no usm asking for It. This little 
device saves the attendant many steps 
and will in the end be a great con- 
venience to the patrons* though many 
of them have not yet become accus- 
fomed to this method of ascertaining 
whether or not a volume is available. 

The fact that another assistant is 
necssary shows that the patrons cif 
the library are Increasing lu num- 
ber. A glance at the indicator show- 
ed that among novels those of Capt. 
Marryatt, Melville Whytc, Mrs. Lynn 
Lenton, Samuel Lever Justin Mc- 
Carthy, Rev. George McDon- 
ald and Edna Lynll were not among 
the popular authors as their books 
wore all In on .Monday evening. The 
new papers and magazines are very 
generally read though now and again 
the leaves containing some learned 
article remain uncut while occasion- 
ally tiio marginal notes betray tin- 
reader who forgot ho was not in his or, 
her own library. As nine-tenths of 
the hooks taken out of tho Carnegi 
library are works of fiction It will 
readily be believed that of tho vol- 
umes that are left, there are many 
that are very rarely called for. it 
takes but a short examination to 
show that is tho fact. 

Next to the novel tho shook pos- 
sessing the most human interest is 
Ihe biography, and there are a num- 
ber of excellent works of this class on 
ihe library shelves. Almost every 
number sought for was in its place 
although Great Musical Composers' 
was being read by some one. Of tho 
others the Life of Henry Fawcett had 
not been asked for in the three years 
since the new catalogue was made 
The life of Gladstone had been rend 
once, and that of Beaeonslleld four 
times. As many readers had followed 
Lincoln from the Log Cabin to the' 
While House. The Life of Matthew' 
Arnold had been taken out twico as 
had that of Father Matthew once. 
Four persons had studied the life of 
George "Washington, and ono had taken 
an Interest in that of Bismarck. Agncn 
Strickland's lives of the Queen's of 
England had been taken out twice and 
Eminent Women had loft tho shelves 
once a year. 

It was, perhaps, not to be expected 
that many readers would go to tho 
library for books of poems ns lovers 
of poetry usually receive gifts of their 
favorite authors, but a glance Into 
Sheridan's plays, Swinburne's poems 
and Legendary Ballads- showed that 
oven the rarer and more expensive 
books are seldom called for. 

Buskin's Modern Painters has been 
taken out once, Moresby's.* English 
llrorntlliv lay nndlsl urbed up. Ihe; shelf 



and a volume by the same author has 
been read four times. Among books 
of history, Carlyle's French Revolu- 
tion was consulted by one reader. 
Each of four works on theology were 
taken out onco, the teachers perused 
Fitch's lectures, while strangely en- 
ough four curious readers sought the 
aid of Magnall's Questions. Among 
geologists Hugh Miller and Dawson 
have been taken out four times In 
three years, but the books of a prac- 
tical nature of use to mechanics late- 
ly procured at tho instance of the 
Trades and Labor Council arc oftcner 
used. 

There are in the library some very 
good books of reference which aro not 
consulted as often as they should be. 
There are, at least two sets of books 
(not yet complete, however) that aro 
to be found in but few private lib- 
raries in this country. One of these 
is the History of the Counties of Eng- 
land, and the other the New English 
Dictionary. 

The former, which is beautifully 
Illustrated, contains articles on every 
subject connected with tho county 
treated of by the best writers of the 
day. The latter is much the fullest 
work of the kind yet published. 

It will be seen that, as a means of 
education the Carnegie library is not I 
made as much use. of as it should he. 
While, it is no doubt true, that tho 
cheapness of books renders some 
students independent of a public lib- 1 
rary, it Is to be regretted that more 
advantage is not taken of the really 
good books that lie idle on the lib- 
rary .-shelves. Amusement and relax- 
ation are not the only or even the chief 
benefits to be derived from reading.

The Polished Table. 

Sometimes there are ways of doing 
things that arc so simple that we for- 
get to employ thorn. Here is an n- 
stance: The polished mahogany din- 
ing table is a source of some anxiety 
and care in many households. An 
easy matter it Is to keep it bright and 
unspotted if, after each meal, you 
wash it with cold water, using a 
sponge; then dry and Tub briskly. 
This keeps .the table top clear and 
bright and free from that greasy 
look that we often see upon tables 
in even well- regulated households. 

White spots sometimes appear upon 
flie polished surface of furniture. 
Just remember that you can readily 
remove such a spot by rubbing with 
a cloth moistened with alcohol. This 
will not mar the finish of the wood. 

Health Hints. 

For a weakly or rickety child, or 
one just recovering from typhoid fever 
olive oil will sometimes work won- 
ders. Tlie plan is to nil) in the oil 
over the whole of tin; child's body, 
especially about the upper part, tak- 
ing a few drops at a time into the 
palm of tho hand. The nourishment 
absorbed through the child's skin will 
bo of immense service in building up 
his strength. When a child is suffer- 
ing from a severe cold it is a. good plan 
to omit the daily bath, and to rub tlie 
back and chest with olive oil. To in- 
sure against further cold being caught 
the child should be wrapped in a 
blanket and carefully screened from 
drafts while the rubbing Is being done. 
A threatening of 'croup will often end 
In a threatening If olive oil and cam- 
phor are applied to the child's chest. 
Tho method is to saturate a. piece of 
flannel, sprinkle it with a little powd- 
ered camphor, and apply to the chest 
and throat as warm as it can bo 
borne. Cover with a piece of dry 
flannel, and change as soon as it gets 
cold. 

Bean Rarebit 
Molt two tablospoonl'uls of butter, 
add one teaspoonful of salt, ono-oighth 
of a teaspoonful of paprika, one-half 
cupful of milk, and one cupful of 
cold mashed baked beuns. Sllr until 
thoroughly heated and add one-half 
cupful of grated, soft, mild cheese. As 
soon as the cheese bus melted serve 
on small circular pieces of toasted 
bread, or zophyrettos. It may readily 
be seen that this recipe la admirably 
adopted for cpnfltlg dishes.

French Lingerie. 

Every French bonne a tout fairo in- 
cludes a knowledge or washing among 
her numerous accomplishments, and in 
the intervals of cleaning nnd brush- 
ing manages to get through much of 
tho household hiundrylng which is too 
fine and delicate to admit of waiting 
for the periodical washing day. Pro- 
vincial France is in many respects ul- 
tra conservative, and exactly tho same 
processes are followed today as were 
practiced years ago, when the milt- 
tress undertook much of the house- 
hold work herself; and specialized In 
all tlie details of the laundry. 

Flannels arc, 'moreover; a , cult In 
themselves now as in the days of 
yore, and the rough and ready lingerie 
usually leaves that part of the busi- 
ness to tho house servants. To every 
quart of water the. lanndrymald adds 



a teaspoonful of some alkali, and,- .if •■■ 
tcr wringing out the flannel garment 
in It, she leaves It for ten minutes. A 
tubful of water in which soap has 
been dissolved is then whipped with 
t lie hand until it Is frothcy, when tho 
flannel Is Immersed, left to soak for 
an hour, and finally squeezed gently 
between the fingers. Flannel is never' 
rubbed or wrung out at this stage of 
the proceedings, but once It is clean 
it is rinsed In lukewarm water to' 
which an alkali has been added, anil 
finally dried indoors, the French bonno 
believing that fresh air hardens It and 
heat ruins tho texture, while so as to 
guarantee that tho garment retains Ha 
softness to the end, it is ironed when 
half dry. 

A curious method of washing flan- 
nels, which belongs to far distant 
days, but which was still practiced in 
tho old French convents not so very 
long ago, was that of brushing the. 
fabric to clean it. A quarter of a 
pound of soft soap was first dissolved 
slowly over the fire in a. pint of alco- 
hol, and the board on which tho gar- 
ment was stretched placed within 
reaching distance of the stove. A 
horsehair brush was then dipped in 
tho soapsuds, and the flannel ■scrubbed 
briskly with it, first on ono side and 
then on the other, after which the gar- 
ment was dipped quickly in water, and 
left to drain until the moisture had 
dripped off it, when it was rinsed onco 
or twice and partially dried without 
wringing. 

Before ironing' the flannel, tho 
French socurs always wiped it well on 
either sldo with a clean, dry cloth. 
Instead of alcohol, another plan was 
that of using soapsuds made with half 
an ounce of potash to the quart ol! 
water, the brush being dipped In Uii* 
in tho same manner as above. 



Rattlesnakes of Magdalena Bay. 

The rattlesnake of the region ttdpa- 
ccnt to Magdalena Hay is of a species 
peculiar to that district alone, and be- 
cause the Indians of tho country know 
of no antidote for its bite it Is called 
"El Muerto Blanco," "The White 
Death." As a matter of fact, It is 
neither white nor yet deadly poison- 
ous. The "bianco" In the name arises 
probably from tho white rings which 
band the tall, a'marklng possessed by 
no other species of the rattlesnake 
family. Tho Indians usually die from 
the bite because they have no better 
antidote than mescal, which liquor, 
though Intensely fiery in taste, Is of 
less value than whiskey in counter- 
acting the effect of snake bite. 

That the bito of "El Muerto Blan- 
co" is not deadly if properly treated 
is shown by the case of a sailor of tho 
Wisconsin who was bitten on the oc- 
casion of tho last visit of that battle- 
ship to Magdalena Bay. The man was 
bitten on the bare ankle while walk- 
ing in tho salt grass at the edge of the 
beach. His companions had scattered 
inland at the time, nnd' so certain were 
Hio Wo Indians who witnessed the 
accident that the case was hopeless 
that it was only with tho greatest 
difficulty that he induced them to take 
him off to his ship in their "balsa" or 
canoe. It was fully an hour and a-'' 
half after he was bitten that the fel- 
olw clambered up the sklo of tho bat- 
tleship, by which time tho ankle was 
enormously swollen and almost black 
in color; yet immediate improvement, 
followed tlio first injection of perman- 
ganate of potassium, and .he was able, 
to bo oh duly ihe following day.

BASEBALL LEAGUES 



As 'Well as Being a Great 
Game, Baseball is a Vast 
Industry 



On Tuesday, April 14, the basoball 
cover will no torn off anil the National 
and American Leagues, the majors will 
open the season of lflUS In eight cities. 

When the statement is made, conser- 
vatively, that tlie cost oC putting on 
tills big baseball ,show for one season 
approximates more than ?2,000,000. the 
stupendous business proposition base- 
ball lias become may be readied. 

Besides being the greatest sport In 
the world, basebal'l is one of the coun- 
try's big industries. At least thirty 
leagued ill, addition to the major. el- 
iminations are in '.business, . conducted 
on fairly broad lines, and it is safe to 
say that fully J12,000,000 will be spent 
before tile various pennant races are 
concluded. 

That the expense, of the big leagues 
d»ee actually total more than $2,00,000 
annually Is easy to prove. A conserva- 
tive club president lias given iigures 
proving that- the statement is not ex- 
aggerated. His figures, which are prob- 
bably below those of some others, are 
taken as an average. 

Beginning with $10,000 a year for 
ground ret. stands, club house and the 
cost of putting the ground in good con- 
dition amounts to $40,000. In the Na- 
tional League this year the club will 
travel about 0,500 miles, which at two 
cents a mile, for twenty players, foot 
up to $3,S0O. The Southern trip means 
an expenditure of ?5,000 at the lowest 
estimate. Each club plays seventy- 
seven games away from home, which 
means as many days in hotels at a rate 
whicli averages $3'per day per man, to- 
talling $ 1,600. Meals and berths on 
trains will cost another $1,000. The 
average salary list of the players of a 
major league club Is $50,000. A man- 
ager will get $6,000 and a business man- 
anger $u.000. 

Bach vear the clubs draft or pur- 
chase players from the minor league 
teams. This averages three pitchers, 
5^.500, one catcher, $1,000; two Inflelders 
$2,000; two outfielders, $1!,000, which 
ltyiUes a total of $7,500, a modet esti- 
mate indeed In this day of hot rivalry 
and fancy prices for young players. 

Each club orders fifty dozen balls, at 
$15 a dozen, and frequently fifty dozen 
is not enough, but this number costs 
$750. Basing calculations upon twenty 
men the two sets of uniforms alono 
cost $050, and the shoes round it up to 
$1 000. Trainers get from $000 up. 

All tills expense, up to $1110.000, to get 
back. To balance the books 260,100 fans 
must pass through the gates at an aver- 
age admission or fifty ci : nts. In some 
cities the average price is but twenty- 
live cents, because four prices rule, 25. 
50 and 75 cents, with the box seats at 
$1. I 

Estimating the average at thirty-five 
cents, then, to meet the expense, 3S3.G48 
fans must pass through the turnstiles 
before the account is squared. | 

Of course, after the first year one big i 
cost, that of the stands, is knocked off, 
but a great deal of money Is expended 
In repairs to fences. stands, and I 
grounds and In additions which are 
made . constantly, which in a measure 
offset this saving. 

figuring the average expense at 
$130,000, the cost for sixteen teams Is 
$2,080,800. To tliis add the salary of 
Ban Johnson, $15,000, and of Harry

Undcr-Sea Eruptions. 

That volcanic eruptions are not con- 
lined to the land areas of the globe is 
a fact that has long been known, hut 
it Is only recently that definite inform- 
ation has begun to be collected con- 
cerning the localities where such dis- 
turbances manifest themselves in the 
midst of Die oceans. Luring the past 
summer a submarine eruption, lasting 
for -a considerable time, occurred near 
the Tonga Islands. The approximate 
position of the centre of disturbance 
was determined by the efforts of the 
Government of the Tonga Islands, and 
it is thought that this demonstrates 
the existence ol" a great submarine 
haul; running south-west from the 
island of Tongatabu. Such occurrenc- 
es are of great interest to navigators, 
since they create obstructions to navi- 
gation whose existence would be un- 
suspected if the eruptions giving rise 
to them passed unnoticed. 

British Cattle Embargo 
Ottawa. April 7.— Two sessions ago 
tlie Commons . agricultural committee 
passed a resolution suggesting that 
Hon. Mr. Fisher should associate him- 
self with the several provincial min- 
isters of agriculture and proceed to 
England to interview the British 
board and Induce them If possible to 
remove the embargo on Canadian 
cattle, but according to the return 
brought down by Mr. Fisher yester-

THE DECEITFULNESS 
OF WORLDLY RICHES 



Worldly Writer Discourses on 
What Worldly Wealth 
Won't "Buy 



Goldsmith's parson, who was "pass- 
ing rich on £40 a, year," knew no- 
thing of that dcceitfuiriess of riches, 
which, coupled with the cares of the 
world, effectually prevents the growth 
of. the soul towards the light, and the 
ripening- of the mind in the sun of en- 
joyment. He had evidently van- 
quished that said deceitfulnesa in both 
its- aspects and made of the golden 
calf hia) beast of burden. He must 
have solved a riddle which baffles 
most people to their life's end. He 
was certainly good; 1 am sure he 
must have been happy, and in spite 
of the saying, that though ho was both 
these things, lie must have had a great 
deal of fun. Fun does not often come 
to way of those who are struggling to 
be rich. 

I have said that there tire two as- 
pects to the deceltfulness of riches. 
The tlr.st of these is their total inabil- 
ity to buy most of the tilings worth 
having. The gods will-, not exchange 
their best gifts for gold; they will 
only give them. They give youth,, 
which we sqldom appreciate at its 
true worth until it Is gone; they give 
health, and they are more chary of It 
to anyone who could pay for it than 
any of their other gifts; they give love 
to both rich and poor Indiscriminate- 
ly; and when they have taken all 
three away, they sometimes — but not 
always — give a contented mind, that 
quiet spirit which is of great, price — so 
great, indeed, that there lives no plu- 
tocrat who could afford to buy it at 
its market value. 

Here riches begin to deceive. For 
having amassed them, the plutocrat 
looks around ,to see what ho can buy 
witli them. Ho has lost his youth, 
finds love tarnished by suspicion that 
it may be of tlie cupboard variety 
whicli he least of anybody wants, and 
has become dyspoptic. He can only 
buy the second-best things in life, to 
his great annoyance. He accordingly 
-goes to and fro upon the earth, in his 
young liner of a yacht and his two- 
thousand-guinea motor car, and says 
he wishes he were riot rich. (In which 
he proves himself to be, imitating the 
deceltfulness \of his gold, For he never 
tries to be less rich, and is, indeed, 
seriously disturbed if ho loses the 
smallest sum at bridge or by any oth- 
er means.) He goes on buying the 
second best in largo quantities, and 
thinks he has found out tho hollow- 
ness of tho universe because it does 
not satisfy him. He advises other 
people not to get rich, so as not to 
share his unhappy fate; and the other 
people pay no attention to him what- 
ever. 

Tho second aspect of the deceitful- 
ness of riches is that they are entire- 
ly relative; £40 a year might make 
Goldsmith's parson passing rich, but 
another Individual, unblest by his en- 
viable disposition. Tr.'.-rht have £40, or 
£400 or £4,000 a year and still only 
be passing poor. What would be riches 
to an ordinary country gentleman with 
only a niQdest establishment to keep 
up and no family would be bitter po- 
verty to a peer with two or three show 
places in different parts of England 
and a quiverful of fourteen children. 
A handsome pension to a worthy old 
servant would be a pittance to the 
aforementioned country gentleman us- 
ed to a fairly comfortable life and a 
certain amount of distraction. The 
lavish allowance of a schoolboy would 
seem very meagre to him when he be- 
comes a "young man. The pin money 
fo a young lady which evaporates into 
the gaping pockets of the dressmakers 
with unfailing regularity would seem 
to her a starvation rate to live on al- 
together. And so on and so on — one 
might give Illustrations indefinitely 
according to circumstances, the main 
point being that no fixed sum can be 
unalterably laid down as "riches," be- 
cause it so entirely depends on him 
who Is to have the spending of the 
same. 

ThLs, again, is where riches deceive, 
We find ourselves unable to do things 
which others with half our income ac- 
complish satisfactorily. We see per- 
sons with exiguous resources always 
apparently flourishing, gorgeously ap- 
parelled and purveyed with the latest 
luxuries; and we cannot think how 
they do it. Again, we see the well- 
off dragging about with long faces and 
wofi.il tales of their embarrassments, 
and we marvel at their lack of dex- 
terity in manipulating their affairs, 
which we could do so nicely. It is 
.always tlie same. Riches will deceive, 
and no power will make them truth- 
ful . 

Excellent persons preach economy 
without tin- slightest result. They 
cannot inspire the spendthrift with 
that genius for "doing without." 
which is tin- only solution of the prob- 
lem. This gift needs powers of 'mind 
which are seldom if ever, bestowed 
upon those deceived by riches. It re- 
quires the power to see the absolute 
necessity of making money our ser- 
vant instead of v feebly allowing it to 
become a very tyrannous master; and 
the additional [lower of contracting 
the range of our necessaries. In- 
comes arc not elastic, but desires are. 
The trouble Is 'hat the will to "do 
on less" so seldom is there; if it were, 
the way. the process of learning the 
art, is simple enough. "A man's life 
consistent not in the multitude or his 
possessions"; on the contrary, lie is 
generally weighed down' with them 
and made sorrowful therejjy. If he 
Is much attached to his possessions, he. 
lias the gloomy fact to reflect on that

LOST GOOD CHARTER 



German Ship's Tardy Arrival at As- 
toria Loses Money For 
Owners 



The Gerpian ship Alsterkamp, in 
ballast from Caleta Colosa, Chile, 
which arrived at Astoria after an un- 
eventful slxty-seven-day passage, lost 
her charter to load grain for Europe 
at 30s by not arriving February 15, 
and now the best obtainable rates arc 
not better than 25s, so she will go to 
an anchorage with the disengaged fleet 
at Tongue point.

Says Steamer Saratoga Was Being 
Steered by Time When SI10 
Grounded 



The wrecked steamer Saratoga of 
the Alaska Steamship company was 
steered by time nut of Ellamar, ac- 
cording to evidence given at the wreck 
inquiry being held by the United 
States steamship Inspectors at Seattle. 
She was being steered by reckoning 
also when she wont aground at Bush- 
by Island, Prince William sound, on 
March 20. This evidence was given 
by Third Officer Edward Stewart, who 
was on the bridge with Captain 
Schuge at the time of the accident. 

Stewart testified that no patent log 
was towed by the Saratoga after she 
left Ellamar, and so far as he know 
no check was kept on tho number of 
revolutions tho propeller was making 
in order to determine the exact speed 
of the ship. 

"The Saratoga was going full spfod 
ahead when we struck," said the wit- 
ness, "and It was Just twenty-eight 
minutes from the time we left Ella- 
mar that we went aground. 

"I had been on the Saratoga for ten 
months and I know from personal ob- 
servations that the compass was cor- 
rect. Wo had been In tho habit of 
steering the ship along the course we 
were on by time, and I cannot account 
for the fact that we were forty or 
fifty yards short of tin' regular 
course." 

The weather was thick at the time, 
as It began snowing shortly after the 
ship left Ellamar. The witness said 
it was customary to run full speed and 
steer by time along this course, re- 
gardless or whether the weather was 
thick. 



Capt, Berquist Putting Machin- 
ery in Hull of Schooner 
Beatrice 



A former sealing schooner with a 
history is being converted into a 
steam tugboat by Capt. Berquist of 
the tug Bute at Sidney. Capt. Ber- 
quist who recently built another steam 
tug has bought the barge used by 
tho cement works at Tod Inlet and 
ordered ■ a boiler and machinery In 
Scotland through Ramsay & Patton of 
this city. The machinery is being 
brought as part cargo of tho big Blue 
Funnel liner .Teucer which is expected 
hero on her fourth round-the-world 
trip next Tuesday and will bo installed 
at Turpel's shipyard where the ves- 
sel will be hauled out on Monday to 
he made ready to receive her shaft 
and propeller. 

The new tugboat was formerly the 
sealing schooner Beatrice of Van- 
couver, usually called the Vancouver 
Beatrice to distinguish her from the 
other schooner Beatrice of the Vic- 
toria Sealing company's fleet. She was 
seized in Bering sea some years ago 
by a British warship for having been 
found inside the sixty-mile limit 
about tho PrlbylofC islands, inside of 
which, according to tho modus vivendl, 
the Victoria schooners may not tress- 
pass. Japanese vessels may. Tho 
Beatrice, which was owned by Messrs. 
R. Jones .and others, was ordered to 
Victoria under seizure for trial In tho 
Admiralty court, as was the. schooner 
Viva seized during the same season. 
Both vessels were condemned and 
were conllscated, both being converted 
into lighters for use by the navy at 
Esqulmalt. When the station was 
abandoned a few years ago tho light- 
ers were sold, tho Beatrice being ac- 
quired by the Tod Creek cement com- 
pany and used as a barge until re- 
cently sold to Capt. Berquist. 

The conversion of a former sealing 
schooner into a steamer recalls the 
fact that at least one. of the vessels 
of the sealing licet was formerly a 
steamer. Tho schooner Eva Marie of 
Capt. Jacobsen, which is lying at her 
anchorage near the mouth of the har- 
bor, was built as tho old C. P. R. 
steamer Rainbow, whoso engines were 
taken out and placed In tin; steamer 
Otter. The hull, which was acquired 
by Capt. Jacobsen. was converted Into 
a three-masted sealing 1 schooner, the 
only three-master of the fleet. A short 
time ago Capt. Jacobsen had plans laid 
to again convert the vessel into a 
steamer.

Tug William Jolliffe Goes to Re-illu- 
mine Northern Lights — New 
Fog Alarms 



The tug William Jolliffe of the B. 
C. Salvage company, now under char- 
ter to the marine department, leaves 
this morning for Skidigate, Prince 
Rupert and other northern ports. The 
big tug Is going to tho Queen Char- 
lotto island port and to Prince Ru- 
pert to relight two of the acetylene 
gas beacons reported extinguished. A 
report has been received from Kyu- 
quot on tho west coust that the big 
beacon there is also extinguished and 
is out of position. On her way north 
tho William Jolliffe will carry stores 
for northern lighthouses. 

A fog alarm lias been placed in ser- 
vice on Bellenas islands, Si rail of 
Georgia. The dlaphone, which is op- 
erated by compressed air is now in 
service on the north point of the wes- 
tern Ballenas island, strait of Georgia. 
The dlaphone in thick weather gives 
one blast of four seconds duration 
every minute. 

Notice to mariners «a? Issued yes- 
terday by the marine department that 
after June 1 the government will op- 
erate a fog signal at Cape Beale, 
West Coast of Vancouver island. 
Which a.s ill sound a. blast Ol four sec- 
onds duration, with a silent interval 
of ninety seconds. 

Also, that on and after the same 
date, the fog signal at Pachena point, 
west coast of Vancouver island, will 
he Changed to a. double blasf as fol- 
lows: blast, three seconds, silent, 
tour seconds, blast, three seconds; 
silent, eighty-six seconds. 



. Premier MeBrlde has in his posses- 
sion an interesting photograph which 
recalls the old stoamboating days on 
the Eraser river when the steamer On- 
ward ran between New Westminster 
and Yale. The Onward was built in 
1S64 in Victoria for Captain W. Ir- 
ving, and was a sister ship to the "Re- 
liance," both boats having been con- 
structed to take part in the then luc- 
rative freight and passenger business 
between here and Yale, which was at 
its height owlrig to the many gold 
seekers rushing to the Cariboo. Tho 
Onward (whose remains are now lyl»g 
above the Cleeve Cannery) was com- 
manded by Capt. W. Irving, First Mate 
D. McDougal, Purser J. Hume, Engin- 
eer C. Lee, Steward T, Forester and 
Pilot T. Armstrong, and as tin example 
of the rush into Cariboo those days 
one trip of the boat netted the owner 
over $1,500. 

In connection with those old steam- 
boating days and Captain Irving'a 
long service on the. river, the blowing 
up of the steamboat "Fort Yale" stands 
out. protrfinently. Capt. Irving on the 
Onward, and Capt. Jameson of the 
Port Yale had many years known each 
other in Oregon, and though both com- 
manded rival boats on the Eraser, the 
friendship between the two men was 
still as strong as ever. On tho fatal 
trip of the J?ort Yale, Capt. Irving, up- 
on the Invitation of Capt. Jameson, 
accompanied the boat and just above 
Union Bar. where the explosion took 
place, Capt. Irving proposed to take 
the boat through the riffle, which was 
however, opposed by Capt. Jameson, 
who laughingly remarked, "What, let a 
rival captain take my boat through the 
rapids? You had better go and take 
your place at the head of my dinner 
table this trip." After a little more 
good natured banter on the part of the 
two captains, Capt. Irving descended 
to tho dining room, and had barely 
seated himself at the table when with 
a roar that was heard at Hope, the 
boiler of the boat blew up, scattering 
men and fragments of the pilot house 
and upper structure to the four winds 
of heaven, the hull then proceeded to 
till rapidly and drifted down tho stream 
with the survivors clinging to it. W. 
Wait, the mate of the steamer Moody, 
who was at llopo when he hoard the 
thunderous report of the explosion, 
immediately maimed a large canoe, 
and starting up stream encountered 
the hull of the Fort Yale. The remain- 
ing passengers, who Were still alive, 
were Immediately transferred to the 
shore and the casualities investigated. 
Over eight persons were killed in this 
appaling disaster. Capt. Jameson and 
another man who was in the pilot 
house at the time of tho explosion 
were never seen again, while some of 
the money weights which wore in the 
purser's cabin wore blown clean 
ashore against tin; side of the moun- 
tain! where they were afterward dis- 
covered. Captflin Jamiesou of the 
Eort Yale was the last of four broth- 
ers who met their deaths steamboat- 
lng. one of them being drowned in 
Oregon, while tiie two others were 
killed in the blowing up of the Cariboo 
Flv off Beacon Hill, Victoria. Captain 
Irving was cnnsidorwl 0110 ol the most 
experienced and successful river cap- 
tains ever on the Eraser, and up tu 
1872, In which year he died, led an ac- 
tive life afloat, lie was succeeded by 
his son, who was c< mmodoro of the 
C P N. Co,, and is now actively en- 
gaged In mining in Northern British 
Columbia.

CHARTERED TO CARRY 

LUMBER TO NAGASAKI 



Wiliam Bowden Coming From Mol- 
lendo — Charter Market is in De- 
moralized State 



The schooner William Bowden, 
Capt. Petersen, which is on the way 
from Mollondo to Royal Roads, has 
been chartered to load lumber at a 
British Columbia mil! next month at 
the rate of 38 shillings !i pence for 
Nagasaki. In the weekly review of 
the freight and charter market tho 
San Francisco Commercial News says: 
The freight market both offshore 
and coastwise, is fast reaching a state 
of utter demoralization, hut, If there 
Is tiny consolation in the statement, 
the position 'in other parts of the 
world Is equally unsatisfactory. Along 
the West Coast there are over 13B 
vessels, sail and steam, idle and look- 
ing for business. The coast Is filled up 
with coal, and nitrate expOUtations 
have fallen off 75 per cent to SO per 
cent. There is practically no demand 
in Australia for grain ships, and there 
Is about as little demand in the same 
country for lumber cargoes. In Eu- 
rope largo numbers of freight steam- 
ers are being laid up and the demand 
for sailing vessels for outward voy- 
ages Is lighter than it lias boon for 
years. The Oriental demand for flour 
and lumber lias fallen to almost in- 
finitesimal proporl ions. 

The natural result 01' those condi- 
tions is it very severe decline in 
freight rates, with a prospect of an- 
other falling off in a short time. Ves- 
sels on tho West Coast are bending 
toward the North Pacific in consider- 
able numbers, and will undoubtedly 
be compelled to accept low rates to 
soeuro business. 

Tho outlook for the grain crop In 
Oregon and Washington Is about the 
same as was reported a week ago, 
that is, a normal yield. Tn California, 
however, the tabic" Of rain Is begin- 



ning to bo felt and tho prospects of a 
large barley crop are turning darker. 
The wheat crop will be. insignificant, 
with no prospect of an export move- 
ment. Several vessels have already 
obtained charters for new season 
loading at union rates, hut now ship- 
pers refuse to pray the rates asked. 
One vessel has just taken at 22s for 
Portland loading, barley,- which pretty 
nearly makes a low record. 

There lias been very little business 
in the offshore lumber market during 
the week. With the exception of tho 
fixing of a couple of coasters for Cal- 
lao and a couple for Mexico jaX pri- 
vate terms spot business has been 
lighter than usual. To arrive, some 
very low rate_s are. being quoted, for 
Instance Callao has been done at 38s 
lid, and oven that rate is not likely 
to 'be ' repeated. For Austrnlia, Eu- 
rope and South Africa there is no 
demand. For Japan a small coaster 
has been taken at 38s> 9'd. The China 
trade is being .largely bandied by 
tramps.

On April 1st the steamship lines 
running out of Portland and Puget 
Sound to tho Orient reduced their 
rate on lumber from S10 to $S per 
thousand and 011 wheat to 52.50 per 
ton to Japan and Hongkong, and on 
flour to $3.00 to Japan and S3. 50 to 
Hongkong. , Owing to the complaints 
of millers,/ however, another confer- 
ence was held the following day and 
tiie rates were changed to $3 per ton 
for wheat and flour to Japan and 
Hongkong in lots of loss than 3,000 
tons and 52.50 in lots of over 3,000 
tons;' tho rate to Shanghai and Manila 
was placed at 51.00. 

This equalizes tho rates on flour 
and wheat by raising the freight on 
wheat to Japan and Hongkong 50c 
a ton and reducing the rate on flout- 
to Hongkong 50c, the rate on flour 
to Japan remaining as agreed upon in 
the first schedule.

A West Indian, who stated to the 
Immigration officials that lie was a 
cook and waiter, was debarred from 
landing yesterday on the arrival of 
the steamer Whatcom and was return- 
ed to Seattle last night. 

The Comosun is due this afternoon 
from Prince Rupert, and will sail again 
tonight at 10 o'clock-. The Capilano 
sailed yesterday from Vancouver for 
Bello Coola and other northern points, 
and will connect with the Camosun at 
Prince Rupert. 

The large four-mast ■schooner So- 
quel, carrying 1.200,000 feet of lum- 
ber, is aground on the tideflats 
abreast of Hoquiam. Tho vessel is 
listed to port, and considerable dif- 
ficulty will be experienced in floating 
her. as she went ashore at high water 
yesterday morning. 

The British steamship Indravclll Is 
loading at Vancouver three million feet 
of lumber lor the Antipodes. Before 
taking the lumber cargo she Is taking 
on some genera"! freight which Includes 
a number of sewing machines and au- 
tomobiles but later in the day will 
move to Hastings mill. 

The North western Steamship com- 
pany has filed an application in the 
United States federal court at Seattle 
for a limitation of its liabilities in 
connection with the libelled steamers 
Saratoga and Olympia. Both of these 
vessels are engaged in the Northern 
traffic. 'I'h,' Olympia left Nome in 
October, 1908, with 320 passengers 
some of whom filed suits against the 
company, alleging breach of contract 
and asking tho court for pecuniary 
damages. The Saratoga left St. 
Michael in September of the same 
scar, carrying a large number of pas- 
sengers, some of whom brought suit, 
alleging breach of contract. The com- 
pany denies all liability. Tiie aggre- 
gate value of the two steamers is 
placed at nearly $250,000.

Vancouver, April 7.— Fruit-growing 
In British Columbia is last attaining 
proportions which promise soon to 
make it a serious rival of the mining', 
lumber and fishing Industries as a 
s'oruce of wealth. The acreage to lie 
placed under cultivation this year will 
surpass all former records, according 
to official information in the posses- 
sion of ThQ3. Wilson of this city, Do- 
sion inspector of 1'umlgatlon. 

All fruit trees imported into this 
province pnss though the hands of Mr. 
Wilson, who enforces a rigorous in- 
spection. The test consists of a micro- 
scopical examination, and in the event 
of the detection of disease or the pre- 
sence of pests tho trees are thoroughly 
fumigated with the vapor of hydro- 
cyanic acid. 

"it is safe to estimate that consid- 
erably over a million fruit trees will bo 
planted in various sections of British 
Columbia tills spring," said Mr. Wil- 
son. "During March, .our busiest 
month, I Inspected a total of over G00,- 
000, and this month the figures will 
not show any big reduction. Tills only 
refers to imported trees. The favorite 
varieties are- apples, pears, peaches, 
plums and prunes. Of these, apples 
and peaches constitute tho largest 
number. The trees are principally se- 
cured from Oregon, although Iowa and 
Washington make many shipments to 
British Columbia. This, of course, is 
exclusive of tho supply furnished by 
nurserymen on the Coast and up- 
country, 'ilie demand for fruit trees 
In recent years has been so vast that 
they could not fill all the orders, de- 
splto the increasing acreage yearly 
laid out in nurseries. 

Fruit-growers are also obliged to 
.import strawberry and raspberry 
plants from the United States. Al 
ready this season

This year the re- 
presentatives of Its 55,000 affiliated 
members will convene at Halifax. 

In every province of the Dominion 
tho Trades and Labor Congress of 
Canada has an executive committee of 
four, whose duty it is to guard and 
urge legislation in the interests of the 
workers. 

R. P. Pettlpieee, general organizer 
for Western Canada, left today for 
Nanatmo and Victoria, and by .Sep- 
tember next hopes to cover his entire 
territory in the interests of the con- 
gress. He will go as far cast as Fort 
William and Port Arthur. 

Western interest in the congress has 
been considerably augmented by the 
affiliated in a body secured in No- 
vember last by Organizer Petttpleee, 
of the United Mlneworkers of Ameri- 
ca. This with tho number of affiliations 
through their respective international 
officers ensures a record western rep- 
resentation nt the Halifax convention 
in September.

Vancouver, April 7. — Plans will bo 
presented for consideration by tho 
board of park • commissioners tomor- 
row evening for a scenic bridge to be' 
erected across the First Narrows. 
The structure will be an unique' one, 
both from a structural standpoint and 
from the view of the tourist - and 
pleasure-seeker, in whose interest 
the bridge Is particularly . designed. 
The Burrard Bridge company Is mak- 
ing the application, which will to- 
morrow evening be discussed by tho 
park board. 

The . structural feature of the 
bridge is a tower 222 feet in height to 
be erected on the north side of the 
Narrows. The top of this tower will 
lie on a level with the top of a much 
smaller lower to be erected on Pros- 
pect point. Tile smaller tower will 
be only thirty feet in height, and it Is 
for permission to erect Qils that the 
application will tomorrow evening 
come before the board. 

The distance between the towers is 
1.2.S0 feet — almost a quarter of a mile. 
Cables will connect the towers. Tho 
plans urovido for a "sag" of the 
cables, for it would be Impossible to 
hold tliem absolutely tight, even If 
they were put up that way. The 
drop is, of course, most marked In 
Ihe centre, where the iloor of the 
bridge will be (iti feet below the level 
of a straight line between the tow- 
ers. Even ?hen the cables are one 
hundred and fifty feet above high 
water mark — well out of the way of 
Ihe tons of tlie masts of the largest 
stea mors. 

The tower on the north side is 
fifty feet in diameter at its base. A 
passenger elevator will be operated 
inside the tower. Apparently great 
pains have been taken in the anchor- 
ing of the high tower, for cables con- 
necting with those forming the bridge 
arc shown as running for a thousand 
feet further to the north, and are to 
be anchored in the rock of the high 
ground beyond (lie Capllano flats. 

The bridge will of course bo direct- 
ly In the view of every person who 
conies to the city by steamer.

EMPLOYERS' LIABILITY 




A Bill Affecting Railway Companies 
Passed By United States House 
of Representatives 

Washington, April G. — With only one 
vote recorded against it, that of Mr. 
Llttlefield, of Maine, the House of Re- 
presentatives today, under suspension 
of rules, passed the Sterling employ- 
ers' liability bill. 

In brief, tho bill establishes the doc- 
trine that the railroad companies en- 
gaged in interstate commerce are li- 
able for personal injuries received by 
employees in the service of such car- 
riers. It abolishes the strict common 
law rule of liability, which bars a re- 
covery for the personal injuries or 
death of an employee occasioned by 
the negligence of a rellow servant. I 

It also relaxes the common law rule 
which makes contributory negligence 
a defense to claims for such injuries. 

A provision, however, diminishes the 
amount of recovery in the same de- 
gree that negligence of the injured 
contributed to the injury. 

The- bill further makes each party I 
responsible for his own negligence, and j 
requires each to bear the burden there- | 
of.

MARKET'S DULNESS 
- STILL UNRELIEVED 



Speculators Th'ink Conditions 
Point to Business In- . 



New York, April 7. — The suspense 
over the outcome of .the plan for the 
Erie financial settlement kept tho 
stock market in a practical deadlock 
today. The relief was chiefly that the 
plan would succeed, based as much on 
theh prestige of the names connected 
with It. as on any positive evidence of 
Its success. Reports indicated that tie' 
posits of the notes in assent were not 
being made. It w>is the general con- 
viction that absolute compliance with 
tlio terms of offer would be physical- 
ly impossible in the complete assent 
of all tho outstanding notes, which 
amotint to $5,500,000, and which are 
widely scattered, not only In the 
United States, but in Europe. With 
only three days' notice of the method 
of settlement, it was pointed out that 
hope of hearing from all the holders 
before 3 o'clock on "Wednesday might 
ho regarded as extravagant. This fact 
fostered the opinion that such matur- 
ing notes as hacking the plan would 
be loath to let the project end in a 
fiasco. 

The wiiole episode, however, is re- 
garded as so puzzling that the deter- 
mination was generally to refrain from 
market operations until it is definitely 
disposed of. 

The coming government crop report 
was a sustaining influence on prices 
owing to the hope entertained among 
the speculative element of the high 
percentage conditions to he shown for 
April 1. tlie date covered by the re- 
ports. While this expectation served 
to some extent to hold prices of stocks, 
it could .not awaken activity. The 
market was profoundly dull through- 
out. 

The growing lethargy for the de- 
mand for credits Is not liked, as it 
points to slackening business activity. 
Union Pacific reported a decrease in 
net earnings for February of $2i:!,41(i, 
and Southern Pacific a decrease of $1.- 
•Mt'i.OOO for the same period, but this 
did not prevent Union Pacific assum- 
ing tlie leadership in the late advances 
in prices, which showed the nearest 
approach to animation that was ex- 
hibited during the day.
